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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN. 


THE Board of Selectmen respectfully submit the follow- 
ing report for the financial year ending Feb. 28, 1875 : — 

The expenses of the town for the past year have been 
large ; and to show for what the money appropriated has 
been used, we have placed in our financial report a de- 
tailed statement under their appropriate heads. It will be 
seen that we paid in settlement of the Gardiner claim, and 
expense attending it, the sum of $4,165.76; and to Har- 
rison Parker, for land damage and for railing on Walnut 
Street, $894.22, for which no special appropriation was 
made. 

There is, also, an extra expense for covering water-pipes 
that were left so near the surface as to be in danger of 
freezing, — $200.20. These items of work, though done 
with the town teams, we think ought to be charged to 
water account. 


Highways. 


The roads have been under the superintendence of Mr. 
F. H. Johnson, he being appointed in April, for the year, 
at a salary of $1,000.00. Having charge of the town 
stables, and all the town property in this department, he 
has employed and settled with the men, and made neces- 
sary purchases of hay, grain, and tools, making his report 
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the first of every month to the Selectmen. He has also 
responded to all fire alarms with the town horses for the 
steamer. His services have been very satisfactory to the 
Board. 

After going over all the streets and picking up the stones 
and filling in the ruts, we have gravelled Main Street from 
Symmes’ Corner to Woburn line, where needed, and have 
raised the grade from the railroad crossing to Cutter’s hill 
from one to one and one-half feet; new gravelled Cross 
Street and portions of Pond, Washington, and other 
streets; and finished Forest Street from Washington 
Street to the hill near Mr. Ornes’, besides clearing up the 
streets after the laying of water-pipes, repairing culverts, 
etc. ; and have endeavored to keep them in good condi- 
tion for travel. 


Gravel for Roads. 


One of the first subjects ‘that claimed the attention of 
the Board was material with which to repair the roads. 
After looking in different parts of the town, and finding 
but small patches here and there, we thought it advisable, 
if a lot could be found, to purchase. The lot on corner 
of Eaton and Stevens Streets was offered us: after view- 
ing it, we became satisfied that it would furnish a large 
amount of gravel,—enough for years to come, —and 
would be a good investment for the town; so decided to 
purchase, and closed a bargain with Mr. Eaton for the 
same at five cents per foot. There being some delay in 
getting a clear title, we did not get a deed until late in 
the season. Although too late to be of much benefit the 
past season, we think it will prove a relief to the coming 
Board to know there is one spot where they can get gravel 
for the roads.

Widening of Streets. 


The town, at its annual meeting last March, appro- 
priated the sum of $10,000.00 for this purpose. Of this 
sum there has been expended on Forest Street, $2,111.36 ; 
on Cambridge Street, $3,892.91. 


Forest Street. 


This street has been widened and straightened to the 
Commissioner’s lines, and finished in a substantial manner 
from Washington Street to a point some distance beyond 
Mr. Coffin’s house; and, as far as finished, will compare 
favorably with any street in this or adjoining towns. This 
work was done under the superintendence of Mr. Johnson, 
and is a great improvement to that part of the town. It 
is hoped the new Board will complete this street in the 
same thorough manner. 


Cambridge Street. 


In order to facilitate the work required to be done, this 
street was put in charge of Messrs. Fletcher & Emerson. 
A gang of men and teams were employed, with Mr. War- 
ren Cutler to superintend the work, which was continued 
up to January 1. The street is but partially finished, and 
will require a large amount of work for its completion. 

To comply with arrangements made by a former Board, 
a culvert has been constructed from near Mr. V. P. Locke’s 
house, running down the east side of the street to a point 
nearly opposite Church Street; thence across the street 
to the original water-course on Mr. Magee’s (formerly 
Green estate); thence through land of Messrs. Magee 
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and Thompson toa deep ditch, into which it empties. An 
amicable arrangement was made with these gentlemen, 
they paying part of the cost, and agreeing to keep it 
clear and in good repair. 


Bacon Street. 


This street has been closed a large part of the year, ° 
owing, in the first instance, to the falling in of a portion 
of the retaining walls of the bridge over the stream, and 
then a delay of months’ waiting for a decision of the 
County. Commissioners on petition of Selectmen, — as 
asked for by a large number of our citizens, —to have the 
whole structure taken down, so as to give a crossing ata 
grade over the railroad. This was not granted. In 
August, we asked the town for an appropriation to build 
a new bridge, which was voted us: we then contracted 
with Mr. Nicholas White of Medford for building the 
same; and in four weeks he had finished a bridge, built 
of stone, forty-nine and one-half feet wide, — the full 
width of the street, — with abutments five feet in thick- 
ness at the bottom, and two feet at the top, with two mid- 
dle piers two feet thick, making three openings of eight 
feet each, and covered with split granite one foot thick. 
The work was done in a good and substantial manner ; 
and we can but speak in the highest praise of Mr. White 
for the expeditious and satisfactory manner in which he 
fulfilled his contract. This street is in an unfinished state, 
and, in order to make it a desirable thoroughfare, it will 
be necessary to widen it over the railroad, and fill the 
road out to its full width, — forty-nine and one-half feet, 
— which, we think, can be done for $1,500.00; and rec-. 
ommend it to be done the coming season. 

In changing the location of the bridge on this street, it

was necessary to cut through land of Marshall Symmes 
for a water-course to the same. We have made satistfac- 
tory arrangements with Mr. Symmes by exchange of the 
Pound Lot for land taken. 

We were unable to continue work on this street, on 
account of the water-pipes not being low enough to admit 
of lowering the grade of the street, where we expected 
to procure material to carry on the work. 
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Swanton Street.’ 


A new stone bridge has been built over the river on this 
street, of the same dimensions as the one on Bacon Street, 
with the exception, that this bridge is fifty feet wide, — the 
full width of the street, —and has but one middle pier, 
giving but two openings, instead of three. This bridge 
was built by Mr. White under the same contract with 
Bacon Street Bridge, and was finished in the same satis- 
factory manner. 

This street has been filled out to the full width of fifty 
feet, with a fill of three feet over the new bridge and the 
causeway on the west side by cutting the hill near Mr. 
Moseley’s tannery for material. The work of cutting the 
hill and filling was done, by contract with Mr. Charles 
Linnehan, for the sum of five hundred dollars. On the 
east end of the street we have commenced to build to the 
grade established by the Street Grade Committee ap- 
pointed by the town, and have cut the street down two 
and one-half feet against Mrs. Paine’s, and filled against 
Mr. Smith’s. With these changes, the grade of this street 
will be very much improved.

High Street. 


Lhe town appropriated to be expended on this street 
the sum of $1,000.00. There being so much other work 
on our hands, the opportunity of commencing on this 
street, with any prospect of finishing what, in our view, 
is necessary to be done, this money has not been used. 
On this street, at the crown of the hill up from Cam- 
bridge Street, is a bad ledge to be blasted out, which, in 
the ordinary way, with powder, would be slow and expen- 
sive; but with the experience we have had with dualine, 
—so called, — which was tried so successfully on Forest 
Street, we think the clearing of this ledge can be much 
cheapened: and if time had permitted, we had intended 
to use it. 


Bridges. 


This has been an unfortunate year with the bridges. Be- 
side building new bridges on Bacon and Swanton Streets, 
we have repaired, temporarily, the bridge on Washington 
Street, near Mr. Luther Richardson’s. This bridge was 
broken through by a heavy team passing over it. On 
examination, it proves to be rotten, and will need rebuild- 
ing: also the bridge on Lake Street, over the stream from 
Mr. Bailey’s mill, gave way, and has been propped up for 
the time being. We would recommend the building of 
stone bridges at both these places the coming season. 
The other bridges are in good condition as far as known 
by-this Board. 


School-house Repairs. 


The repair of school-houses being placed in charge of 
the Selectmen by vote of the town, we have made the 
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necessary repairs in and around the buildings and grounds, 
and have new shingled the Wyman, and painted the High, 
Grammar, and Washington. We believe all the school- 
houses are now in good repair. 

In regard to the High-School lot, we have regraded the 
grounds, rebuilt a portion of the wall, and re-set the 
fence. | 
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Old Engine House. 


This property being left in the hands of the Selectmen 
and Engineers, with full power, a meeting was called of 
the two Boards in convention; and after being fully dis- 
cussed, it was decided not to sell, but make use of it for 
towh purposes: consequently we had the upper room 
fitted up for a Selectmen’s room, and have built a brick 
vault in which to deposit the old town records, and have 
placed the two safes on this brick-work in such a manner 
as to make their contents safe against fire. The lower 
room is occupied as a shop by the Water Commissioners, 
at a rent of $75.00 per year. In moving our quarters to 
this building, we have a more quiet place, and save a rent 
of $250.00 per year, paid for the old room. 

The Lockup is also under this building. 


Paupers. 


The list of paupers that receive full support remains the 
same as reported last year. Of those that receive partial 
support is Thomas McCarthy and family. We claim that 
he is a resident of Woburn, and have charged the amount 
of aid rendered him to that town: they have not as yet 
admitted the justice of our claim. Mr. McCarthy has 
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since died: his family will still need help. Michael Kel- 
ley, who has been aided several years, died the last of 
January. 

Those now receiving aid are Mrs. O’Brien, at Bacon’s 
Bridge, fuel; Mrs. Meagher, at Bacon’s Bridge, fuel and 
groceries; Mrs. Noonan, at Bacon’s Bridge, fuel; Mrs. 
Kelley, at Bacon’s Bridge, fuel; Mr. J. Coholan, aided to 
the amount of $4.00 per week; Mr. Peter Young, partial 
support; Mr. Thomas Cannon, partial support.

Suits Against the Town. 


The suit of Miss E. L. Gardiner against the town for 
land damage on Pleasant Street, has been decided in her 
favor, the court giving her a small advance over the 
award of the Commissioners, thus throwing the cost on 
the town. 

In the case of Harrison Parker for land damage on 
Walnut Street, Mr. Parker signified his willingness to 
stay proceedings and settle for the amount of the award, 
on condition we waive the betterments, which we agreed 
to do, and settle, thus avoiding the uncertain results of a 
trial, and expense attending the same. There is a suit 
now pending, whereby Andrew McHugh sues the town 
for alleged damage sustained some three years ago, by 
being thrown from a carriage, caused, as he says, by a 
defect in the road. This case is in the hands of counsel. 


Watering-Troughs. 


Owing to the pressure of other business, and the season 
being far advanced before the pipes were in use, we have 
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deferred providing these accommodations; but would 
recommend their being put in early in the Spring. 


Petitions Received. 


Of H. IK. Stanton and others, for the widening and lay- 
ing out as a town way a private way from Winthrop 
Street to near the residence of H. K. Stanton. After 
viewing the premises and hearing parties interested, 
deemed it inexpedient, the benefit to be derived not being 
commensurate to the expense. 

Of J. F. Dwinell and others, to lower the grade on 
Main Street so as to drain the water from south of the 
driveway of Mr. Herrick, and prevent its flowing over 
_ the sidewalks into the yards of residents. The object of 
petitioners will be gained when the street is graded to the 
grade established by the Street Grade Committee. No 
action taken. 

Of Andrew N. Shepard, to widen and straighten Pine 
Street. After viewing and hearing, voted, leave to with- 
draw. | 

Of Wm. H. Bailey and others, that gates swinging out 
on the sidewalk be removed or permanently closed. 
Notified Chief of Police to request the owners of all 
such to have them changed or permanently closed. 
These gates are an annoyance to travellers by day, and 
dangerous at night. It is hoped the owners will attend to 
it, and have them changed without further notice. 

Of H. K. Thatcher and others, to widen Lake Street, 
to a uniform width of forty feet. Referred to next Board. 

Of J.C. Mason and others, to widen and straighten 
Washington Street from junction of Main Street, north. 
Voted, leave to withdraw, the Selectmen not having juris- 
diction in the matter, it being a county highway. 
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Of O. L. Wellington and seventy-five other citizens, to 
have the two bridges on Bacon Street removed, and the 
grade brought down to the railroad track. The Select- 
men petitioned the County Commissioners to have the 
same removed. Not granted. 


Lamp Posts. 


Five new lamp posts have been added the past year. 
One on Central Street and one on Mount Vernon, corner 
of Stevens Street, by the town; one on Church Street, 
by Mr. A. Thompson; one on Cambridge Street, by Mr. 
Magee; one opposite Elm Street, by John Symmes 
and others. 


Hose Carriages. 


We can only report at this time that the four carriages 
and houses for the same, authorized at the last Town Meet- 
ing, have been contracted for, and are well advanced 
toward completion: they are expected to be ready for use 
some time in March. 


Shade Trees. 


We have not deemed it advisable to place trees in our 
streets until after the street grades were established : but 
few have been set out the past season.

Police. 


We have had but four policemen under pay the past 
year. Mr. P. W. Swan was appointed Chief; and for 
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the duties performed in this department we refer to his 
report. We appointed Mr. A. C. Taylor night police, 
October 27, at $3.00 per night, and he has faithfully per- 
formed the duty since. There is conflicting opinion in re- 
gard to the propriety of continuing this office, but we 
leave it for the citizens to decide.

County Commissioners. 


Pursuant to a vote of the town at the Annual Meeting, 
March 25th, the Selectmen petitioned the County Com- 
missioners to lay out Church Street sixty feet wide, from 
the junction of Dix Street to Cambridge Street: also to 
widen Church Street from junction of Dix Street to the 
railroad crossing. On this petition, the Commissioners 
come on and viewed the street. On the 8th of October 
we communicated to the Commissioners the desire of the 
town, as expressed in a vote passed at a meeting held 
October 6th, by sending them a copy of the vote. A 
time was appointed, and a hearing was had of all parties 
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interested. We have received no official information 
from the Commissioners, but are told they have laid the 
street out. sixty feet wide from Dix to Cambridge Streets. 

The Commissioners have ordered the widening of Main 
Street from Pleasant Street to Symmes Corner. All ob- 
structions to be removed by July next. 

The unfinished work ordered by the County Commis- 
sioners is as follows :—Cambridge, Forest, Church, Main 
Streets, and Highland Avenue.

STREET GRADE COMMITTEE.

Street Grade Committee. 


The committee appointed by the town at the annual 
meeting in March, consisting of the Board of Selectmen 
and Water Commissioners, organized May Ist, —D.N. 
Skillings, Chairman; Albert Ayer, Secretary ;—have been 
over some of the principal streets and. established the 
grade as follows: 


Washington Street. 


At a point front of the Catholic Church, a cut of about 
eighteen inches, and fill at the foot of Eaton Street, about 
six inches, and between Webster and Hancock streets fill 
about twelve inches. Cut from Swanton Sreet through 
the highest point opposite Mr. Todd’s, twelve inches; cut 
against the Wetherbee house about twenty-four inches ; fill 
between Cross Sreet and J. S. Richardson’s driveway, 
about six inches; cut at highest point front of Mr. Rich- 
ardson’s. ten inches; and fill at foot of Fairmount Street, 
ten inches 


Swanton Street. 


Fill twenty-four inches in the hollow, and cut the crown 
of the street against Mrs. Paine’s thirty-six inches ; fill each 
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side of railroad bridge, and make easy grades; raise the 


bridge over the stream five feet, and fill each side. 


OG —— 


Main Street. 


Cut against Mr. Herrick’s driveway about twenty-four 
inches, to run out on the south side of the cut near Mr. 
Lamson’s south gate, and near the corner of Mr. Whitte- 
more’s estate north side of cut. Raise the grade from 
nothing at the railroad crossing, to one foot at the bridge, 
and from one foot at bridge to one foot and a half at Cut- 
ter’s hill, and cut from front of Mr. Adams’ house, run- 
ning out at junction of Salem Street, one foot at highest 
point. 


Church Street. 


Lower the street at the head of Common Strect one foot, 
running out near the boundary line between Mr. Skil- 
ling’s and Mr. Shepard’s, southwest, and near the turn in 
the street front of the church, north-east ; and cut, begin- 
ning at a point one hundred and twenty-five feet east of 
south line of Mr. Sanborn’s vacant lot, to cut not over 
two feet at and against driveway of D. H. Pratt, running 
out near the gas house; fill in valley between Mr. 
Thompson’s and schvol house, one foot. 


Cambridge Street. 


Cut three feet on Stump Hill (so called) at the highest 
point, nearly opposite the northerly entrance of Mr. 
Dwigh’ts; cut not less than eighteen inches opposite the 
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northerly entrance to Mr. Everett’s house and grounds ; 
fill one foot at the culvert directly opposite the middle 
of Mystic Pond; cut one foot at the culvert next south 
of Mr. Everett’s farm-house; and cut one foot opposite 
the entrance to Mr. Field’s. * 


Dix Street. 


Cut the hill in rear of Mr. Tenney’s house four feet, 
and fill against the north corner of Mr. Baldwin’s fence 
four feet ; cut at a point thirty feet west of Common (now 
School) Street one foot, running out near Mr. Riley’s 
back gate. 


Pond Street. 


Cut the hill near the corner of Cambridge Street two feet 
at the highest point; cut two and a half feet at the ledge 
near Mr. Horn’s house ; cut two feet at crown of hill near 
Woburn line, and fill two feet in the valley next south. 


Cross Street. 


Cut eighteen inches at the two elms between the two 
factories near the Woburn Branch Railroad ; cut three feet 
on the crown of the hill, between Mr. Cooper’s and Mr. 
Porter’s, and fill two feet in the valley at Mr. Porters ; 
cut two feet opposite the Warren place, near the bridge ; 
cut two and a half feet on the summit next west of 
Washington Street.

In making additions to the Library, we have intended 
to select such a variety of books as to meet the taste of 
all classes. Weare aware that the principal demand is for 
works of fiction, and we have made numerous additions of 
this class of books; but many of our citizens desire works 
of a more solid character, and our Library will fail to 
retlect credit upon our town, unless standard works in the 
various branches of learning are added year by year. 
Former Boards of Trustees have evidently entertained 
these views; and, consequently, our Library is such that 
the most highly educated of our citizens can find a good 
supply of books adapted to their wants and taste. There 
are also books prepared for the young in history, science, 
and art, and tales of travellers, almost as entertaining, 
and far more instructive, than novels. 

The Library stands side by side with our schools as an 
educator ; and we trust the town will continue its generous 
fostering care. The large increase in the number of books 
taken out during the last year, over any former year, is 
gratifying evidence that the Library is used and appre- 
ciated. 

We ask for an appropriation of seven hundred dollars, 
and the amount to be received for dog-licenses, as follows ;

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REPORT OF FISH COMMITTEE. 


The committee have little to report beyond the fact 
that they have placed in the ponds and streams some 
twelve hundred land-locked salmon, and about seven 
thousand California salmon, at an expense of five dollars. 

They would call the attention of the citizens of the 
town to the fact that considerable money has been ex- 
pended in times past, in stocking our ponds and streams 
with valuable fish; that very soon, if ever, we ought to 
reap the benefit of such expenditure ; and that there is a law 
whereby persons may apply to the State Commissioners 
for the lease of ponds, that they. may stock them with 
fish and reap any benefit that may accrue. We are in- 
formed that such application has been made in regard to 
our ponds, and we would recommend that the citizens of 
the town make an application in their own name, so that 
they may control the ponds in the town limits. There is 
no doubt that three-fourths of the fish that are captured 
in our waters are taken by people from out of town; and 
if strangers should get such a lease as is spoken of above, 
it would shut our townsmen out completely, and deprive 
many of them of the occasional day’s recreation they now 
enjoy. The expense to the town would be some twelve 
dollars for the lease, and one dollar per year for the 
twenty years that such leases run. We would recommend 
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that twenty-five dollars be appropriated for the ensuing 
year, to cover any expenses that may arise. There was 
an appropriation of fifty dollars for the past year, of 
which we have expended five dollars.

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FIRE ENGINEER'S REPORT. 


The department consists of one steam-fire engine, one 
horse hose carriage, four hand hose carriages, one hook and 
ladder truck, and one Babcock fire-extinguisher, one spare 
two-wheeled hose carriage, and an ammunition wagon. 

We were authorized by a vote of the town, to sell the 
hand engine, and purchase other apparatus: This has 
been done. 

The town voted an appropriation of $4,000, to purchase 
four hose carriages, and to buildfour houses. The car- 
riages are completed, also the houses, but are not paid 
for, as they were not done in season to come into this 
financial year: the bills are now due. The carriages are 
named, numbered, and located as follows :— 


Black Horse, No. 2. Symmes Corner. 

Excelsior, No. 3. 

Rumford, No. 4. corner of Main and Swanton streets. 

West Side, No. 5. Cambridge street, opposite D. 
W. Locke’s. 


There may be some change in the proposed location of 
Excelsior No. 3. 

We are unable to give the exact cost of fitting these 
carriages with pipes, axes, etc., as the bills are not in. 
They are a part of the appropriation of $4,000, and will be 
given in the next years’s report. 
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We have purchased 1,600 feet of Blakes rubber-lined 
cotton hose, at ninety cents per foot, costing $1,440.00, 
they taking the hand engine as part payment at $600.00, 
which is a very good trade for the town. We made a 
contract with Mr. C. P. Pollard, of Woburn, to build a 
hook and ladder carriage, all equipped, for $650.00. Its 
lightness, utility, and general excellence give us great 
satisfaction. We found it impracticable to unite with it 
an ammunition wagon for the chemical, and had a tender 
made to run with the chemical that cost $80.00. During 
the building of the hook and ladder truck, and. pending 
the delivery of it, we used a truck belonging to the city 
of Somerville, kindly loaned us by Chief-Engineer. Hop- 
kins, and it proved very serviceable to us at three fires. 

We have made a contract with Mr. Alex. Symmes, of 
Medford, to build four hose carriages, at a cost of $1,500.00, 
exclusive of furnishing with lanterns, axes, etc: they are 
light, elegant, and aiteanies 

Mr. F. ap, Sanborn has built four houses fox the protec- 
tion of the hose carriages, at a cost of $200.00 a piece— 
$800.00. 

The company rooms at the main house have been fur- 
nished by gifts from the following-named gentlemen : 
Mr. Alex. Moseley, Mr. P. Waldmyer, Mr. J. F. Dinas 
Mr. William Boynton, Mr. J. W. Huse, and Mr. A. Conant 

The old Excelsior house was turned over to the Select- 
men, at a meeting of the two Boards, by the following 
vote, which will explain itself : — 


May 18, 1874. 
The committee appointed to see what shall be done with the old 
engine house have the honor to. report, that, at a meeting of the 
committee held this evening, it was 
Voted, That the old engine house shall be so altered as to make a 
room for the Selectmen, to be occupied by them; and that a brick 
vault shall be built up from the basement, in such a manner as to be 
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fire-proof, for the protection of the old records; and such further 
extension from the first floor to the second floor as shall make a sure 
and safe support for the safe that shall be in daily use: and that the 
Selectmen shall be a committee to let the remaining portion of the 
building as in their judgment they shall deem best.

It will be seen by the above report, that there has been 
considerable work done by your police the past year. 
Although Winchester is but a small town, its close prox- 
imity to Boston makes it quite impossible to get along 
without a good police force: one that is ready at all times 
to see that justice and humanity are equally administered : 
one that is a terror, also, to all evil doers; and we believe 
that the good order that now prevails in all parts of our 
town, and that has for the past four months, is a good 
guarantee that your police have well done their duty, and 
that the wages paid them by the town was money well ex- 
pended. The four first months of the past year there 
were sixty-two arrests; and the last seven there were 
twenty-two: in January and February none. Nearly all 
of our work was done nights and Sundays, and since the 
first of November (when,there was a night police ap- 
pointed) the day police have not had much to do. One 
bill of expense the past year, is the case of the lodgers, — 
three hundred and fifty-four men to put up and register 
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their names, place of birth, age, height, complexion, etc. 
Calling, as they do, at all hours of the night, it is no 
small job, and requires the labor of one man about every 
evening. It is a growing evil, and it is hoped that some 
other way will be provided, either by the State or town, 
whereby the town will be rid of this expense. The 
amount of costs and witness fees that have been paid your 
police, have been deducted from their bills before they 
were presented to the town, As we did not have a Crim- 
inal Docket Book till October 1, 1874, it would be impos- 
sible to give the amount of costs and fees received. It is 
recommended that there should be one or more good 
night police, as it is in the night-time that most of the 
troubles occur. Since the night police have been on duty, 
we have had no fires and no robberies, and but little 
trouble, We desire to return our sincere thanks to the 
public and to the Selectmen for their encouragement and 
support.

The Schools. 


The schools, as a whole, are in a satisfactory condition : 
the teachers are all experienced, and their work is good. 
While we see no reason for noticing each school in detail, 
circumstances connected with the High School are so 
peculiar, and so encouraging, that they require special men- 
tion. One year ago, the school had an average attendance 
of fifty-five scholars: the first class had so dwindled that 
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only three graduated in July. A large accession from 
the grammar schools, and other sources, in September, 
raised the number of scholars at once to seventy-six, — 
the most ever at one time in the school, — and the fact is 
of special interest, that the number is at present seventy- 
one; and, moreover, the new class has mostly adopted 
the four years’ course of study, —a plan in vogue by 
most of the high schools in towns around us, and which 
the School Committee has, for years, sought to introduce 
into our own. ‘ ; 

Some changes have been made in the course of studies, 
adapting them to the special conditions and wants of the 
scholars. For those pursuing a course preparatory for 
college, an increased amount of Latin and Greek, also of 
French, is required. This is in accordance with the in- 
creased requisitions for admission to our colleges. For 
all the scholars the instruction is sought to be made prac- | 
tical. In Chemistry, Natural Philosophy, and Natural 
History, the teaching has been especially full and thorough. 
A liberal outlay has been made for chemical and philo- 
sophical apparatus, and for all the purposes of instruction, 
the appointments of the school have at no previous time 
equalled the present. 

After a trial of both methods, one daily session for the 
school, instead of two, is found to satisfy best ; and, while 
it has its advantages, ‘‘ there is room for serious doubts 
whether harm is not experienced by the scholars from the 
irregularity of their dietetic practices, which the one-ses- 
sion plan involves. ‘The system becomes faint under the 
five-hours’ pressure of school studies, after, perhaps, an 
insufficient breakfast, hastily taken; and then a hearty 
dinner, is a poor preparation for home study. 

Perhaps no better criterion of the condition of a school 
can be found than is seen in the aspect of the scholars. 
If they are contented, satisfied, and happy in their work, 
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we may judge favorably of the school, —that the disci- 
pline is good and that the studies interest. We believe 
that this test applies pre-eminently to our High School. 

Of the Grammar School little need be said. It is al- 
ready known and appreciated by our people, and it con- 
tinues to maintain the high position which its years of 
successful career have given it. It has been fortunate in 
its teachers, — their fitness for their work, and their long 
continuance in their situations. It is marked by the 
same criteria as the High School, —a quiet, wholesome 
discipline, and, on the part of the scholars, a ready and 
cheerful compliance. No essential change in the course 
of study has been made the past year. None has seemed 
to be needed. Many of the scholars leave, for various 
employments, at the end of their grammar school course, 
and it is gratifying to know that they have been so well 
. fitted for life’s work. 

And so, of the elementary schools, we think, as before 
stated, that they are in quite a satisfactory condition. <A 
generally satisfied feeling seems to pervade both parents 
and children; and, if we read appearances rightly, the 
children exhibit more and more the subduing  influ- 
ences of the persistent and systematic discipline to which 
they are subjected. The number of incorrigibly badboys 
is not so numerous as heretofore. 

The Hill School has agai become so diminished in 
numbers as to attract attention. Take out of it those 
children from beyond the town boundary and those under 
the legal age for attending school, and only five remain. 

Mr. Walter F. Bracket is at present employed in teach- 
ing the elements of drawing in our schools, and with good 
success. Mr. Johnson also continues to direct the singing 
department, and the parents doubtless have ample oppor- 
tunity to judge of the progress of their children. Our 
Sabbath schools and public gatherings often tell emphati- 
cally of his influence. 
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_ Early in the year, it was felt that justice to the schools 
required a change in several of the books. The change 
necessitated an unusual outlay by the parents and by the 
town to pay for them. By many of the parents the sum 
was found oppressive. So great a change does not often 
oceur at once. We think it will pay in the end. 


School-Houses. 


There are nine school-houses in the town, having a low 
valuation of $56,000. They are distributed conveniently 
in the various neighborhoods, thus accommodating better ' 
than large, centrally located buildings, which require’ 
longer walks to reach, and which bring together larger 
numbers of children than health and convenience and good 
discipline will justify. We would not alter the present 
arrangement if we could. School buildings, in country 
towns where building lots are cheap, need not and should 
not be very large. It was a wise plan in giving an entire 
building each to the High and Grammar Schools. The 
Rumford is, we think, a good model for a two-room school- 
house, having separate playgrounds for each school, and 
no upper story with its attendant annoyance of stairs and 
noise. 

The school-houses, in the general, are well supplied with 
the requisite school furniture, such as melodeons, maps, 
globes, charts, and books. Some of the school-rooms are 
ornamented with neat pictures. It would be pleasant if 
there were more. The High School has an ample philo- 
sophical and chemical apparatus, also valuable astronomi- 
cal instruments, and other materials for aiding in teaching. 

The town has voted and made an appropriation to have 
a school-house erected on the Plain, for the accommoda- 
tion of the increasing number of children in the Adams 
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District. It is proposed to erect a convenient and sub- 
stantial two-story building, with four rooms, and it is 
hoped it may be finished in time for occupancy at the 
opening of the school term in September. An acre of 
ground has also been purchased, on which to locate it. 
Provision is thus made for ampler play-ground for the 
children. 

The care of the school-houses is under the supervision 
of the teachers, and the sweeping and making of fires are 
done by the scholars, at a compensation, in the winter, of 
fifty cents per week; in the summer, less. This is found 
to be the cheapest and most convenient arrangement, 
though the work is often poorly performed. Could an 
experienced man be found to take the charge of the fur- 
naces in the High and Grammar School-houses, it would 
be desirable were it not that the expense would be large. 
Some of the older boys have thus far managed them, and 
generally pretty well, though they have occasionally 
failed. The past winter has tried severely the skill of the 
boys, and the capacity of the furnaces. It should be con- 
sidered whether a radical change of furnace may not be 
needed in the High School-house before another winter. 


Teacher’s Salaries. 


Look back ten years in our school history, and a con- 
siderable advance will be observed in the amount of sala- 
ries paid to teachers. This increase must still go on. 
Many of them have acquired a claim to larger pay by in- 
creased experience and capability. They are worth more, 
and hence they have a right to expect more; and if they 
cannot receive an advance here, they will look for it else- 
where. We have obtained some of our best teachers 
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from other schools, by the offer of higher pay; and so 
we, in like manner, have frequently been called to part 
with teachers of superior excellence because we could not 
afford to pay so large salaries as they could procure else- 
where. This continuous increase is the main cause of the 
annual demand for increased school appropriation. 


Truant Officers. 


At the commencement of their official year, the School 
Cominittee appointed J. F. Stone, Esq., and Mr. A. C. 
Taylor, truant officers. Their services have been called 
into requisition only occasionally, to look up truant chil- 
dren and take them to school, or notify the parents of their 
delinquency. They have also been instructed to see to it 
that children are not kept unduly and illegally from school 
for work and other purposes. Many parents and guardians 
do not seem to be aware that our State law requires them 
to send their children to school, when between eight and 
fourteen years of age, for at least twelve weeks in the 
year. Some of our boys have barely escaped being 
arraigned again for truancy. 


Disagreeable Duties. 


It usually requires much moral courage to meet un- 
pleasant facts, and discharge disagreeable responsibilities 
in any department of life: in none more than in the per- 
formance of some of the duties devolving on a school 
committee. A neighboring school report has a clause 
expressing this sentiment so well that we quote it :— 

‘¢ Tt is, indeed, a disagreeable thing to dismiss from an 
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employment on which they depend for support, ladies 
and gentlemen of irreproachable character, every way well- 
‘intentioned, and only objectionable because they are not 
fitted for their special work. But no stronger obligation 
rests upon school authorities than to see to it, that the 
welfare of the many is not sacrificed to the interests of the 
few. Schools can never afford to wait until their teachers 
are educated up to the point of efficiency. With the 
present compensation offered by the town, a wide field is 
open, from which a selection can be made, and our people 
may justly complain when an unsuccessful or indifferent 
teacher is retained in the public service.” 


Sewing. 


The ladies of the committee are decidedly in favor of 
introducing sewing as a regular branch of instruction into 
the Primary and Intermediate Schools ; and of employing 
a special teacher for that purpose. They are, however, 
met with the objection, that the law of Massachusetts 
makes no provision for industrial education; and they, 
therefore, content themselves, for the present, with placing 
on record their hope that legislation will soon make possi- 
ble the introduction of a branch of education, which they 
consider quite as important to girls as any of those now 
required by law. Itis suggested that a school for teach- 
ing sewing might be kept with benefit a part of the long 
summer vacation. 


School Appropriation and Expenditures. 


At the annual town meeting, in March of last year, it 
was voted that the repairs of the school-houses and the 
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purchase of coal should be done under the direction of the 
Selectmen. Consequently, a full record of the school 
expenditures has not been kept, as heretofore, by the 
Prudential Committee. The following exhibit, taken 
from the Selectmen’s account, should prove correct if they 
have rightly distributed the school expenses :—

By the foregoing, it is made to appear that the appro- 
priation has exceeded the expenditures by $2,149.16, a 
circumstance quite unusual in our school finances. If, 
however, it is taken into account that $1,618.84 are still 
due the teachers for last year’s salary, the balance is quite 
altered, and will be found to be only $430.32 unused. 

For the current year we ask the same appropriation as 
last year, with an addition of the amount already due the 
teachers, viz :— |

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SCHOOL REGULATIONS, 


— 


1. School Sessions. 


The High School shall have one daily session, com- 
mencing at 84 a.m., and closing at 14 p.m., from Novem- 
ber 1 to March 1; and commencing at 8 A.M., and closing 
at 1 p.m., the rest of the year. In all the other schools 
there shall be two sessions daily, commencing at 9 a.m., 
and closing at 12 m.; and at 14 p.m., closing at 34 P.M. 
In weather severely stormy, either of the schools may pro- 
long the morning session one hour, and omit the afternoon 
session for the day. The school-rooms shall be opened 
by the teacher fifteen minutes, and in stormy or cold 
weather twenty minutes, before school time. The school 
bell shall be rung jive mznutes before the hour of the ses- 
sion, and the pupils shall be in their seats in readiness for 
the opening exercises precisely at the hour. The morn- 
ing sessions shall have one recess not exceeding fifteen 
minutes. 


2. Attendance. 


Every scholar not present at the opening of the school, 
shall be marked as tardy. No pupil shall be admitted 
after the hour of commencing, without a satisfactory ex- 
cuse; and all absence must be satisfactorily accounted 
for. It shall be the duty of the teachers, in case of fre- 
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quent or prolonged absence of any of the pupils belong- 
ing to their respective schools, to ascertain the cause of 
such absence, and use their influence to prevent a repeti- 
tion of the same. If any pupil shall be absent from a 
school for the space of one week at one time, he shali 
cease to be considered a member of the school, and the 
teacher, if he see sufficient reasons for so doing, may de- 
cline to re-admit him without a written permission from a 
member of the committee. Pupils delinquent in their 
studies, or in deportment, or requiring special assistance 
in their school work, may be detained by the teacher a 
half hour after the close of the afternoon session. 


o. Truancy. 


Teachers having charge of pupils who are habitually 
truant, shall report their names and residences, and the 
names of their parents or guardians, to the truant-ofticer. 


4. Care of School-houses. 


It shall be the duty of the instructors to exercise suit- 
able care with regard to the school-houses and the appur- 
tenances of the same, and to report such repairs as may 
be required to the committee. 


5. Promotions. 


Monthly examinations, or test exercises, shall be held 
in all the schools except the Primary, and those whose 
class standing is indicated by 70 in a scale of 100, 
throughout the year, shall be advanced to the next higher 
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class without further examination. Those whose scholar- 
ship shall fall below this standard, shall be examined by 
the committee and the teachers of their own and the 
next higher grade. 


6. Graduation. 


Pupils who complete, to the satisfaction of the teach- 
ers and committee, a three years’ course in the High 
School, shall be entitled to the Diploma of Graduation in 
the Hnglish Course; those thus completing the four years’ 
course, to the Diploma of the High School Course: and 
those prepared for admission to College, to the Diploma 
of the Classical Course. 


% Discipline. 


It is enjoined on teachers to govern by persuasion and 
gentle measures, as far as practicable; but they may 
inflict corporal punishment with a rattan applied to the 
hand, for gross misconduct of a pupil. A record, how- 
ever, shall be kept of all cases of such punishment, 
stating the name of the pupil and the character of the 
offence, and a copy thereof transmitted to the chairman 
of the committee at the end of each calendar month. 
Teachers may also suspend a pupil for sufficient cause, but 
shall immediately report the case to the parent or guard- 
ian of such pupil, and te the chairman of the committee, 
with a written statement of the cause of suspension. 
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8. Schedule of Studies. 


It shall be the duty of each teacher to have in readi- 
ness for the inspection of the committee, at each semi- 
annual examination, a perfect schedule of the studies pur- 
sued by each class during the preceding term. 


9. Visiting other Schools. 


The teachers shall occasionally, under the direction of 
the committee, visit other schools, to observe the disci- 
pline and instruction of the same. | 
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10. Moral Instruction. | 


Instruction in morals shall be given by the teachers 
in our schgols, pursuant to the General Statutes (Chapter 
38, Section 10), which makes it the ‘‘ duty of all instruct- 
ors of youth to exert their best endeavors to impress on 
the minds of children and youth committed to their care 
and instruction, the principles of piety and justice, and 
a sacred regard to truth ; love of their country, humanity, 
and universal benevolence; sobriety, industry, and fru- 
gality ; chastity, moderation, and temperance ; and those 
other virtues which are the ornament of human society 
and the basis upon which a republican constitution is 
founded; and it shall be the duty of such instructors 
to endeavor to lead their pupils, as their ages and capaci- 
ties will admit, into aclear understanding of the tendency 
of the above-mentioned virtues to preserve and perfect a 
republican constitution and secure the blessing of liberty, 
as well as to promote their future happiness; and also to 
point out to them the evil tendency of the opposite vices.” 
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11. Contagious Diseases. 


No child residing in a family where there is or has been 
a case of small pox, scarlet fever, or measles, shall be 
allowed to attend school until the physician in attendance 
on such case of disease shall have furnished a certificate 
that the infected premises have been thoroughly disinfect- 
ed; and that, in his opinion, the period of danger from 
infection has passed. 


12. Teachers to Observe Regulations. 


All teachers in the Public Schools are required to make 
themselves familiar with the provisions of these Regula- 
tions, and especially that portion of them relating to their 
school duties.

The Water Commissioners, in conformity with the 
requirements of law, submit the following as their Sec- 
ond Annual Report. It seems somewhat desirable, for 
future easy reference, that the principal acts of the town, 
making the 


History of the Introduction of Water 


should be stated in a connected form. 

The first account we are able to find of any public action 
taken in regard to the introduction of water for domestic 
purposes into the town, is in the record of the town meeting 
held Tuesday, November 8, 1870, when a committee of 
nine was appointed, consisting of the selectmen,—Messrs. 
S.W. Twombly, J. T. Manny, and J.C. Mason,—and, also, 
Messrs. L. R. Symmes, H. B. Metcalf, O. R. Clark, E. A. 
Brackett, C. P. Curtis, and S. H. Folsom. 

This committee made a partial report at the town meet- 
ing held November 27, 1871, and asked to be, and were, 
discharged. 

At the same meeting a committee of five was appointed 
by the chairman, ‘‘ to investigate and report as soon as 
practicable the question of supplying the town with 
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water,” and this committee was also ‘*‘ empowered to 
employ assistance and make examinations at the expense 
of the town.” 

The following gentlemen were appointed :—Messrs. O. 
R. Clark, D. N. Skillings, M. A. Herrick, T. P. Ayer 
and J. F. Dwinell. 

At the town meeting held March 25, 1872, this com- 
mittee made a written report to the effect that they had 
examined, 

First,— The ‘‘Holly System,” and were of the opinion 
that it was ‘‘not available for Winchester.” 

Second,—The Winter and Wedge Pond source, and 
that they were then endeavoring to secure the passage of 
an Act of the Legislature, enabling the town to take water 
from this source. 

Third,—and lastly, that they had conferred with the 
towns of Arlington and Woburn. The committee say 
‘‘Both towns seem disposed to supply us, but on what 
terms we cannot tell; neither of the towns being in a con- 
dition to give them.” 

The committee then proceed to give some est- 
imates of the cost of piping the town, and of reservoirs, 
pumps, and engines, amounting in all to $177,000.00, 
and after some further discussion of the subject, conclude 
as follows: viz.— ‘‘ We have laid before you the cost 
of having a water supply for the town, which we all agree 
is desirable, as clearly as we are able; we have also 
placed before the town all the facts in our possession, 
desiring you to weigh them well, and take such action as 
you in your wisdom may think best.” 

Signed by the Committee. 

This report was ‘‘accepted and placed on file and recom- 
mitted back to the same committee with full powers to 
negotiate with Arlington or Woburn, and report back to 
the town before anything binding.” 

At the town meeting held April 29, 1872, a partial 
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report from the Committee on Water was accepted, and it 
was ‘‘voted that the committee make further investiga- 
tions, and report to the town as soon as may be, before 
anything binding.” 

At ameeting held June 18, 1872, it was ‘‘ voted to 
accept the act granting the town the privilege of taking 
water from Wedge and Winter Ponds ;—110 affirmative, 
no negative, the check list being used.” 

At a further meeting held July 25, 1872, the com- 
mittee finally reported, in substance, that they were un- 
able to obtain definite propositions from either Arlington 
or Woburn, until some parties have power to close a 
contract ; and they therefore recommended that the town 
take measures, as soon as practicable, to choose Water 
Commissioners, with full powers. 

The report was accepted and adopted, and a letter from 
the Woburn Water Commissioners was referred to the 
Selectmen. . 

The Selectmen also were requested ‘‘to cause so much 
of the General Statutes as may be necessary for the infor- 
mation of the town, and also the special act in relation 
to supplying ourselves with water, to be printed and 
circulated with the next town warrant. They were also 
requested to issue a warrant fora town meeting to be held 
Aug. 3, 1872, at three o’clock p.m., ‘‘to consider the matter 
of introducing water into the streets of the town.” A meeting 
was therefore held on that day, and it was voted, that, 
‘cas further consideration seemed necessary, a committee 
of five be appointed by the chair to further investigate 
the whole subject of water supply and cost of construction, 
and report to the town in print, and said committee be 
hereby authorized to procure the necessary surveys.” 

Messrs. D. N. Skillings, M. A. Herrick, J. F. Dwinell 
T. P. Ayer, and Asa Fletcher were appointed on this com- 
mittee. 
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At the annual town meeting held March 24, 1873, 
there were seven articles in the warrant, from Article 26 
to Article 32 inclusive, relating to the water subject. 

The following action was taken under Article 26, viz. :— 
‘¢ Voted, that the town of Winchester hereby accepts the 
rights guaranteed under the Acts of 1871, Chap. 307; and 
that the town, through three Water Commissioners, to be 
elected by the town, proceed to take water under said Acts, 
from the town of Woburn.” Pending discussion, this, 
and all the other articles relating to the subject, were laid 
on the table. 

The meeting adjourned to April 21, 1873, at which 
time the committee appointed Aug.. 2, 1872 made a 
report in print. 

This report was accepted as a partial report, and it was 

‘ Voted, that it is the sense of this meeting that the pas- 
sage of the Act in addition to Chap. 265 of Acts of 1872, 
to supply the town of Winchester. with pure water, as 
offered by the committee, is earnestly desired by the peo- 
ple of Winchester, and the action of our Water Committee 
ih endeavoring to procure the said act, is fully endorsed 
by this meeting.” 

At a special town meeting, held June 20, 18738, the 
committee made a supplementary report in print; which 
was accepted. ; 

It was ‘‘voted to accept Chap. 277 of the Acts of 1873, 
by a hand ballot,—120 in the affirmative, none in the 
negative.” 

- The meeting adjourned to July 7, 18738, at which 

time it was voted, on motion of Mr. J. T. Wilson, that 
the plan recommended by the committee in the supple- 
mentary report, ‘* be approved and adopted as the most 
feasible and proper method of supplying the town with 
pure water.” This motion was carried by a hand ballot 
of 95 affirmative to 32 negative.

The meeting then adjourned to July 10, 1873, at 
which time the present Board of Water Commissioners 
was elected. The votes of the town, from this point on- 
ward are already in print in connection with the several | 
reports of the Water Commissioners and Committee on 
Water Supply, and need not be again recited.

Progress of the work. 


Since the last annual report, much has been accom- 
plished towards the perfecting of the enterprise. The 
dam was substantially finished in September last. During 
the early part of the Summer, the laying of the pipes was 
prosecuted with great diligence by two different gangs of 
Mr. George H. Norman’s workmen. ‘The water from the 
reservoir was first introduced into the principal main on 
the 20th day of September, and as soon as the different 
features of the system of distribution could be tested and 
the pipes cleared, the water was gradually introduced into 
the houses of such persons as had applied for it. A very. 
considerable number used the water through the month of 
October, but no charge was made till the Ist day of No- 
vember, 1874. 

The Commissioners have borrowed the amount of money 
authorized by votes of the town, $125,000., viz. :— 
$100,000. .of the State of Massachusetts, $20,000., of the 
Winchester Savings Bank, and $5,000. of Mr. David N. 
Skillings. The loans bear interest at the rate of seven 
per centum per annum, payable semi-annually. The 
notes mature in the years 1884, 1886, 1888, 1890, 1892, 
1893, and 1894, and they were arranged in this way so 
that they may be met with less inconvenience. 
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Amount authorized as above $125,000.00 
Other sums have been received to March Ist, 

1875, for the sale of wood, for putting in 

pipes on private ground, and for pipes and 

fittings furnished to water takers, to the 


amount of, $2,127.40

Of the sum already paid out $4,106.68 is for land situ- 
ated in the South Meadow. 

It is estimated that the sum of $35,000.00, will be need- 
ed, in addition to that already appropriated. A part of 
this will be required to pay for work completed, and the 
remainder for that projected. The town may then advan- 
tageously wait, until circumstances seem to demand that 
other features of the originally proposed plans be carried 
out. The sum mentioned will principally be required to 
pay the following parties the amounts due them, viz.,— 
Mr. George H. Norman, for laying the street mains, for 
hydrants, gates, &c.; Mr. Charles Linehan for digging 
the trenches for service pipes, &c.; and Mr. John S. 
Richardson and others, for land. 

An appropriation of the sum suggested, is therefore 
respectfully asked of the town. 

Some approximate comparison may be made of the ex- 
pected ultimate cost of the North Meadow supply, with 
the estimate made by the Committee of Investigation, as 
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detailed on page 9 of their Supplementary Report. The 
estimate was $125,877.00 
The first change made, was to increase the size 

of the street mains, mostly from four to six 

inches. and from six to eight inches. There 

is also 4,698 feet more of pipe laid than was 

estimated for. These changes add to the 

cost, at same prices, 9,500.00 
The second change was in building the dam 

to a greater height; thus securing a much 

larger reservoir, a higher head, and larger 

amount of water on storage. 
This change and the strengthening of the dam, 

after the sad Williamsburg disaster, added 

about, 13,000.00 
The land has cost more by some 8,000.00 

And lastly, the town has put in the service 

pipes to the street line. This item is about 5,000.00 


$161,377.00 
The expenditures pertaining to same items, 
when the system is completed, will not vary | 
much from $153,000.00 


showing that, notwithstanding the greatly increased price 
of the land, the work could have been completed, as orig- 
inally planned, for the estimates. It is assumed that 
every good judge of such matters would prefer the work 
as constructed, with the increased cost. 


The Working of the System 


thus far, is very satisfactory to the Commissioners and, it 
is believed, to the citizens generally. All the features 
claimed in the Report of the Committee on Water Supply, 
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of which the present Commissioners formed a part, have 
so far been more than realized. The head or pressure is 
greater; a larger portion of the town can be effectively 
supplied; the usefulness of the system for the extinguish- 
ment of fires is more efficacious, and the quantity of 
water that can be stored in the reservoir is much larger. 
The experiences of the past six months have been 
peculiar and extraordinary. /%rst, in the exceptionally 
small amount of rain-fall; and this is seen in the fact that 
so many of the cities and towns, near and remote, have 
barely escaped a water famine., Second, the months of 
January and February were terribly cold, and the cold 
weather was of such long continuance as to freeze the 
ground to a much greater depth than usual. Fortunately, 
the contract with Mr. Norman provided that the street 
mains should be laid about one foot deeper than had been 
the general custom in New England, viz., five feet from 
the top of the pipes to the grade line of the street. Where 
the full depth of earth is over the pipes, there has been no 
freezing of the water in the street mains. When the few 
spots now deficient are filled, to the required extent, there 
will probably be no more trouble. The principal vexation 
has been in the freezing of the service pipes that carry the 
water from the street mains into the houses. Notwith- 
standing the cautions given by the Commissioners in the 
printed Rules and Regulations, which were circulated 
throughout the town, and by personal warnings, many of 
the service pipes are not laid five feet deep, and much 
trouble has come in consequence. Hereafter, every ser- 
vice pipe should be laid five feet deep,—even five and 
one-half feet would be better,—and a small wooden box, 
large enough in section to inclose the pipe, and long 
enough to reach from the inside of the cellar wall, a dis- 
tance of four feet towards the street, would furnish great 
protection against freezing, and be very inexpensive. If 
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this plan is carried out, and the earth well compacted, 
especially near the cellar wall, and the fixtures inside the, 
houses well guarded and watched, there need be no trouble 
from the water freezing, even in the coldest weather. 
The freezing usually commences either in the cellar, or 
from the frost running down the good conducting material 
of the cellar wall. 

Very great trouble and vexation has been experienced 
in all the cities and towns the past winter, from the frost. 
Our inconvenience has been slight compared with most 
places and with the precautions suggested, we may here- 
after escape entirely. | 

At the present time 308 takers are receiving the water, 
and it is anticipated that a considerable number will make 
application the coming Spring and early Summer. It is 
also expected that all new buildings within reach of the 
street mains, will be supplied with Highland Water, and 
that the income will rapidly increase. If all the citizens 
will take a personal interest in and have a fostering care 
of their investment, the works will soon become self-sup- 
porting. 


The Features of the System 


are very desirable. ‘The water is delivered by its own 
gravity and there will be no cost of maintaining and 
operating costly pumping works. ‘This will be a great 
advantage in all coming time, and will of itself enable the 
town to pay off the debt as it matures, or shortly there- 
after. A liberal number of hydrants have been set 
throughout the system. Every hydrant has one steamer 
and two leading-hose nozzles, and from this uniformity, 
there can be no mistake, as to whether water can be eftec- 
tively used, by either steamer or hose. This arrangement 
makes the matter very simple. Two fires have been extin- 
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guished, with slight damage to the houses, by the simple 
use of hose from hydrants, since last September, and 
thousands of dollars have been saved to the owners and the 
property of the town. 

The water will continue to be a little colored from vege- 
table fermentation, for a time, but will gradually become 
clear and transparent. It is now soft and useful for every 
purpose. 


Conclusion. 


The Commissioners are diligently caring for the various 
details of perfecting the works, and hope to make good 
progress during the current year. They have a strong 
desire to make the system a model one of its kind, and 
entirely satisfactory to the citizens both in its useful and 
financial relations. 

The Commissioners are pleased to report that they have 
arranged with Mr. J. F. Stone to act as Water Registrar, 
and he began his duties December 1, 1874. 

Immediately following this report will be found that of 
the Engineer, Mr. Walter H. Sears, who has been in 
charge of his department from the origin of the plans 
now being carried out. The explanations and statistics 
presented by him, are commended to the examination of 
the citizens. The relations of Mr. Sears to the Board 
have been of the most pleasing character, and he is 
credited with a faithful discharge of the matters committed 
to his hands. |

ENGINEER'S REPORT 


To the Winchester Water Commissioners : — 


GENTLEMEN ,— 
’ At your request I have prepared the 
following report of the method of construction of the 


Highland Water Works, 


in WINCHESTER, to the present date, which I respect- 
fully present : — 

On the Monday following your election as Water Com-_ 
missioners and my appointment as Engineer, I went over 
the site of the proposed Reservoir with Mr. N. Fitzgerald, 
a townsman, and arranged for the digging of test pits in 
order to determine the depth and nature of the soil, the 
quality of the underlying ledge, and to locate more 
definitely the proposed dam. 

The soil was found to average about four or five feet 
deep, the ledge coming to the surface in some places, and 
being twelve feet deep, or more, in others. The quality 
varied greatly, being a hard, compact, blue gravel on 
the westerly side, and on the easterly coarse and loose, 
layers of large stones alternating with sand of various 
quality to the very finest, the latter sometimes showing 
the ribbed or corrugated formation seen on the sea shore. 
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The very best kind of sand for mortar was found in 
abundance. 

The test pits in the meadow bottom showed about a 
foot of soil, followed in most places by a very fine bluish 
sand, and in others by loose gravel. 

The ledge in the vicinity of the dam was generally of 
poor quality, much disintegrated in places, and seamy and 
somewhat treacherous on the surface, though usually of 
better quality underneath. 

After sinking the test pits as above, Mr. Fitzgerald 
commenced clearing out the ditch or brook which ran 
through the meadow, in order to drain it more effectually - 
and to facilitate the clearing and grubbing of the same. 

On the 28th July, Mr. Asa Fletcher commenced work 
as superintendent of clearing and grubbing the surface of 
the reservoir bottom of all trees, roots, bushes, and 
stumps. 

The territory was divided into sections, and Mr. J. 8. 
Richardson contracted for and cleared about fourteen 
acres ; the remainder being cleared by Mr. Fletcher. The 
trees and bushes were all cut, and, together with the roots, 
were gathered into piles and burned, the ashes being re- 
moved: all trees of suitable size, however, were cut into 
proper lengths and saved. Some parts of the territory 
were covered with a thick growth of alders, small maples, 
etc., and, when practicable, these were pulled up by the 
roots without cutting, by horse power. At the southerly 
end of the reservoir there was a growth of large timber, 
some trees being two and a half to three feet in diameter. 
The roots of these were cut under the surface and the 
trees were then pulled over by means of a rope fastened 
among the branches, thus taking out the stump much 
more economically than could be done after cutting the 
tree in the ordinary manner. The work of clearing was 
continued throughout the Summer and Fall, by Mr. 
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Fletcher, and was done as carefully and thoroughly as was 
possible under the circumstances. Some forty-six acres 
were cleared in this manner. 

Meanwhile, the work of preparing plans and specifica- 
tions for constructing the dam was prosecuted. 

The point selected for constructing the dam, was at the 
outlet of the meadow, where the land began to fall from 
the general level of the meadow bottom. A dam lower 
down on the stream would have to be built several feet 
higher, and from fifty to seventy-five feet longer, than at 
the present site, in order to store water to the same depth 
over the great body of the basin, without greatly adding, 
in the additional area, to the capacity of the reservoir. 

Owing to the peculiar configuration of the ground at 
the point selected for its construction, it was found that a 
curved dam could be more economically built than astraight 
one. It was therefore decided to build it in that way. 
The curve adopted was a parabola. It was also decided 
to build the dam of earth, with a thin wall of stone and 
cement in the middle, an overflow for surplus water at 
the easterly end, and a gate house at the deepest point, 
near the original brook. 

The plans and specifications were so far completed that, 
on the 14th of August, the following advertisement was 
printed in the Boston Daily Advertiser, Globe, and 
Journal, viz. : — 


Proposars. —The Winchester Water Commissioners invite pro- 
posals for the construction of a dam and overflow at their store 
Reservoir in Winchester. Plans and specifications may be seen in 
the Commissioners’ Office in Winchester on and after August 18th.

On the 23rd, proposals were received from seven 
parties ; and at a meeting of the Commissioners, on the 
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25th, it was decided to extend the time for receiving 
proposals one week, and advertisements were placed in 
the Advertiser, Globe, and Journal, to that effect. 
Further proposals were received after this, and on Satur- 
day, the 5th of September, the Commissioners signed a 
contract with Mr. Charles Linehan, of Cambridge, in 
accordance with the proposal received from him. 

Mr. Linehan began promptly on the Monday follow- 
ing the signing of the contract.

Description of the Dam. 


The dam is built of earth, with a stone wall laid in 
cement in the centre. The top is twenty-eight and one- 
half feet above the general surface of the bottom of the 
reservoir, and thirty and one-half, above the bottom of the 
brook. It is thirteen feet wide on the top. The inner or 
water side has a slope of one and one-half feet horizontal 
to one foot vertical, and is paved with stone, to prevent it 
from being injured by the wash of the waves in the reser- 
voir. The outer slope is two feet horizontal to one foot 
vertical, and is sown with lawn-grass seed. 

A roadway sixteen feet wide is built at the back of the 
dam. It is about eighteen feet lower than the top of the 
dam, midway of the embankment, and rises with easy 
grades to the natural surface at either end. The greatest 
width of the base of the dam is about one hundred and 
thirty feet, including the roadway, which is some twelve 
feet above the old surface at the middle. 

The high water line, or top of the overflow at the east- 
erly end, is twenty-three feet above the general surface of 
the bottom. 

The stone wall, or priming wall, is built one toot above 
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high water, and the top of the dam is four and one-half 
feet above the wall, to protect it from frost, making the 
top of the dam five and one-half feet above high water. 
The width of the dam at high water mark is thirty-two 
and one-fourth feet. 

The overflow is situated near the easterly end of the 
dam. It is a curve, with the back towards the water, 
and is thirty-four feet wide at the overfall. 

The gate house is situated west of the centre of the 
dam, and in the inside slope. The building is fifteen feet 
six inches square, and eleven feet high, and is of pressed 
brick with granite trimmings.

Preparation of the Base. 


The ground at the base of the embankment was cleared 
of all vegetable soil, stumps, roots, and bowlders. The 
soil was stored in spoil banks, for future use, on the back 
slope of the dam. The ground having been satisfactorily 
cleared, the excavation for the foundation of the 


Priming Wall 


was begun, on the centre line of the curve. This excava- 
tion was made to sound ledge, in some places passing | 
through eight and ten feet of broken, disintegrated rock, 
before reaching a firm, solid ledge. 

On this foundation the centre or priming wall was 
started, great care being taken to secure a clean, fresh 
surface of the ledge washed free from mud and dirt. 

The lower course of the priming wall is three and one- 
half feet wide, being laid with care, in order to make a 
perfect union with the ledge, each stone being laid in 
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a bed of mortar and the joints well filled with cement 
and small stones. After the first course of one foot, the: 
wall was reduced to three feet in thickness, and was car- 
ried up plumb on the face next the water, and battering 
slightly on the back, to eighteen inches on the top, when 
finished. Only small stones were used, with fresh, clean 
surfaces, no mossy or muddy stones being allowed, and 
no stones long enough to reach through the wall. 

It being considered highly important to insist on the 
faithful execution of this feature, Mr. H. Dunbar, —a 
townsman, — having great practical experience in the use 
of hydraulic cement, was appointed to inspect and super- 
intend the mixing of the cement and the building of the 
priming wall. Mr. Dunbar remained upon the work 
throughout, from the commencement until the comple- 
tion. 

A stratum of clay two feet in thickness was laid at the 
foot of the wall, on the water side. This was put in 
in thin layers, and thoroughly rammed and packed into 
place. The face of the wall was covered with cement 
mortar, filling in all inequalities ; and when this had set and 
become hard, it was covered with a thin coat of clear ce- 
ment, spread on with a trowel, and when partially set, it 
was brushed over with a wet brush, making a surface 
which, when set, is almost perfectly water tight. This 
‘¢skimming” coat was carefully watched until perfectly 
dry, and all cracks, from too rapid drying, or other 
causes, were filled and re-skimmed. This work was the 
special charge of Mr. Dunbar, and was therefore well and 
faithfully done. Great care was also exercised in the 


Preparation of the Mortar. 


The cement used was the ‘* Newark Hydraulic Ce- 
ment,” ‘This was measured into a mixing-box, with twice 
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the quantity of sand, and thoroughly mixed, dry. Suf- 
ficient water was then added to make it of the proper con- 
sistency, and the whole again thoroughly worked and 
mixed. The mixing-boxes were small, so that the mortai 
must of necessity be mixed fresh, frequently. Much im- 
portance being attached to this mixing process, it is 
believed that, under the immediate supervision of Mr. 
Dunbar, it was done in a thoroughly faithful manner. 

“A very fine quality of sand for this use was found 
in abundance in the immediate vicinity. 


Slope Paving. 


The inside slope or water side of the dam is paved 
with stone to prevent injury from the washing of the 
waves, as has been already referred to. The base course 
or footing is of stones two feet in thickness. These are 
bedded in the original surface. ‘The face of the dam was 
covered with a layer of about six inches of small stones 
and coarse gravel. On this the paving was laid eighteen 
inches in thickness, and over this again was spread a layer 
of from six to nine inches of gravel. The stones used 
were such as could be obtained in the vicinity ; mostly 
from the stone walls, which were very numerous, and 
which furnished stone of very good size, the larger stones 
being used for the paving and the smaller ones for filling 
in and backing. 

The outside or back of the dam is seeded, but owing to 
the dry weather of the Fall of 1874, the seed did not ger- 
minate to any extent. Doubtless they will start in the 
Spring, and it is expected to form a good sod which will 
check the tendency of the soil to ‘‘ slide” during rains. 
A strip, three feet wide, each side of the foot path on the 
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top of the dam and on the outside of the roadway, is 
sodded, preserving the edges of the embankment from 
injury. 


Overflow. 


The face of the foundation for the overflow is built in 
continuation of the line of the priming wall. It is built 
from the ledge in the same manner as that, except that it 
is five feet thick and widens at the ends to about eight 
feet, to receive the heavy jaw stones of the overflow. 
The overflow stones, seventeen in number, are five feet 
long and ten inches thick. They are two feet wide at the | 
overfall or front edge and two feet two inches at the 
back, forming a slight curve. The face of the stones is 
nine inches, the top is eight inches, and level, and the 
stones are cut so that the remaining four feet and four 
inches slopes at the rate of one foot in their whole length 
of five feet. The face and top of the stones are fine 
iiammered, and the edges are hammered to make quarter 
inch joints. 

Heavy stones seven feet long, two and a half feet wide 
and one and a half feet thick are set in the masonry at 
each end of the overflow. After the stones were set in 
place the joints were grouted with clear cement. | 

The intervening space between the overflow stones and 
the line of the foot of the embankment on the water side 
was paved in the same manner as the inside of the dam, 
the slope being the same as that of the overflow stones, 
viz., five horizontal to one vertical. The foot of the 
slope at this point is about three feet below high water 
mark. 

Retaining walls are built each side of the overflow, to 
sustain the embankment. The walls are finished with a 
substantial granite capping two feet wide. 
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The Wasteway 


for the overflow is over the natural surface of the ledge 
for the most part, with proper guide walls for leading the 
waste water into its old channel, about two hundred feet 
from the dam. It was necessary to pave some thirty or 
forty feet of the wasteway, and this was done in a work- 
manlike manner. by Mr. A. Oliver of this town. 

The paving starts immediately under the lower edge of 
the overfall stones, thus allowing only nine inches of 
direct fall to the water. The paving slopes from both 
sides toward the centre which also falls in a straight grade 
to the nearest ledge in the wasteway. 

It is respectfully suggested that, at some convenient 
time, a small bridge be constructed over this wasteway, 
and that the roadway already mentioned be continued 
around to the easterly end of the dam where a much 
better view of the full extent of the reservoir can be 
obtained.

The Gate House 


is located about two hundred and twenty-five feet from 
the westerly end of the dam. It is built of masonry 
similar to that of the priming wall, except that larger 
stones were used. There is a lining of eight inches of 
hard brick laid in cement and the whole is covered with 
a substantial brick building, fifteen and a half feet square, 
with granite base and trimmings and a red slated roof. 
. The water front starts from the foot of the inside slope of 
the dam, thus bringing the threshold of the door twenty- 
two feet from the edge of the dam. When the reservoir 
is full there will be some eight or ten feet of water between 
the gate house and the slope of the dam. 

For the foundation, an excavation about twenty-two 
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feet square was made into the blue gravel already referred 
to. This material was hard, unitorm, and compact, and 
very suitable for a foundation. When the excavation had 
been made to the proper grade, about five feet below the 
natural surface, three layers of concrete, six inches in 
thickness were laid. On this, in the proper position, was 
laid a course of granite one foot thick, for the flooring of 
the well room and the remaining space was filled in with 
concrete in two layers, thus making a fuundation two and 
a half feet thick and about twenty-one feet square. 

The top of the flooring is a few inches below the lowest 
point in the brook that drained the meadow. ‘This was 
necessary in order that when the dam was built across the 
bed of the brook the water might flow through the gate 
house and not be dammed back over the surface of the 
meadow. On this foundation the well-room was built. 
The inside dimensions are six feet by eight, with the 
corners toward the water filled in with masonry. The 
walls are six and one half feet thick at the bottom. It 
was thought desirable that the gate house should be so 
constructed that the water could be admitted at the very 
bottom or at any intermediate point from that to the top. 
In order to accomplish this a twenty-inch pipe was laid 
from the inside of the well-room to the well of the filter- 
bed outside. This is controlled by an eighteen-inch gate, 
and the water side of the gate house is built with openings 
from the water to the well-room. 

These openings are three feet wide and three feet high, 
the top being a semi-circle. There are four of these 
openings ; they are controlled by stop planks which ex- 
tend from the top of the twenty-inch inlet pipe to the 
floor of the gate house. The planks run in grooves in 
blocks of granite which are set in the wall on both sides 
of the opening. These stones are eighteen inches square, 
and extend from the bottom to the top of the well room. 
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Outlet Pipes. 


Two pipes, one for supplying the town and one for 
waste water, are laid from the side of the gate house 
opposite the inlet. The supply pipe is sixteen inches in 
diameter through the embankment, and has an eighteen- 
inch gate at the gate house end. The waste pipe is thirty 
inches in diameter, and has a sluice gate at the gate house 
end. This large pipe was laid especially for the purpose 
of allowing the water of the brook to run off during the 
construction of the dam and the clearing of the reservoir 
bottom, as well as for other contingent purposes. 

The sixteen-inch pipe was made of boiler flues, flanged 
and bolted together. They were coated inside with 
asphaltum varnish, and covered on the outside with 
cement mortar. The thirty-inch pipe was of boiler shells, 
united with the ‘‘sleeve” joint and coated inside and out- 
side with cement mortar. A rim or flange of angle iron 
was riveted to each pipe where it passed through the 
priming wall, and the wall itself was built of brick at 
these points. 

The waste pipe opens into a covered well at the outlet 
end, from which a covered drain leads into the old channel 
of the brook. The sixteen-inch pipe terminates in a 
check valve, and from this starts the twelve-inch main 
supply pipe for the town. The check valve is enclosed in 
a chamber of masonry, which is covered at the surface of 
the ground with a substantial iron cover. Also an air 
valve is connected with the pipes at this point. 

The well room is built of granite, on the outside, for the 
last ten feet, in courses of one foot. The joints, beds, 
and builds are hammered, and a draught line is cut around 
all the edges on the face. The stones in each course are 
clamped together with iron clamps, and the courses are 
' doweled. An eight-inch base course is laid over this, 
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with rough face and hammered wash and draught line, and 
from this the brick work of the house begins. The walls 
of the house are sixteen inches thick, including an air 
space of four inches. ‘The outside is of face brick. The 
house is furnished with a substantial iron door and a 
window on the side toward the reservoir. , The gates are 
worked from the floor of the gate house in the ordinary 
manner, by wheels with iron rods extending to the bottom.

Filter-Bed. 


In anticipation of the discoloration of the water which 
was to be stored, and which was referred to on page 31 
of the Report of April, 1873, a filter-bed was constructed 
having an open space in the centre of about eighty feet in 
length and two feet in depth and width. This was made 
by building two open stone walls parallel to each other, 
and covering the opening. This was then covered with 
small stones and coarse gravel followed by layers of finer 
gravel and sand to a thickness of about two feet. The 
open space terminates in a small well, into which the 
twenty-inch pipe enters from the gate house, to which 
reference has already been made. 

The water at present is drawn from the gate house after 
passing through this bed of fine, clean sand at the bottom 
of the reservoir. It is generally conceded, however, that 
the water near the surface is of better quality than 
that at a greater depth. For on the one hand the mechan- 
ical impurities, as leaves, dust, etc., have a natural ten- 
dency to settle to the bottom, and consequently the 
nearer the bottom the greater the amount of such impuri- 
ties; on the other hand the action of the air on the water 
tends constantly to purify it. 

The greater facility offered by large surfaces of water 
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for this ‘* aeration” is one of the principal objects desired 
and obtained in the construction of large store reservoirs. 
It is obvious that the effect of the action of the air will 
be the greater the nearer the surface we can get, and it is 
therefore suggested that water of a better quality may be 
obtained by drawing from near the surface of the reservoir. 
At present the water is slightly colored, as is usually the 
case in reservoirs of this sort, when they are first filled. 
It will gradually become clear, however, especially after 
the reservoir fills and allows the water to waste over the 
overflow. 

This concludes the detailed description of the construc- 
tion of the dam and its appurtenances. 


Progress of the Work. 


The work at the dam was continuously prosecuted 
throughout the Fall, from the commencement in Septem- 
ber. Considerable difficulty was experienced in finding 
the ledge for the foundation of the priming wall near the 
easterly end of the dam. It was followed for some dis- 
tance at about four or five feet below the surface, and 
then suddenly dropped some ten or twelve feet, almost 
perpendicularly. The exgavation was through gravel, of 
the varying quality already described. Under this gravel 
the material was very hard, and of a ledgy character, but . 
seamy and somewhat fissured. Mr. James B. Francis, of 
Lowell, on being consulted, advised the continuation 
of the excavation to a more satisfactory foundation: but 
owing to the extremely cold weather, the work was very 
soon after suspended for the season. 

The well-room of the gate house was covered during the 
Winter with a wooden building to protect it from frost, as 
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the masonry was fresh and green. A. fire was. kept 
in the building during the cold weather. The embank- 
ment was carried up as rapidly as possible after the mason 
work was. stopped, and the wall was covered with about 
four feet of earth, a sort of roof or covering of boards 
being placed over the top, to prevent water leaking 
through and injuring it by freezing. The small house 
which had been built on the grounds in the Summer for a 
shed and tool-house, was fitted up as a dwelling-house, 
and Mr. Wm. T. Dotten, having care of the reservoir 
grounds, the dam, gate-house, ete., commenced living 
there December 5, 1873. 

The inlet-gate was set in, place, and the filter-bed so far 
completed that, on the 5th of December, the gate was 
closed, and the storing of water commenced. The water 
had been previously dammed back somewhat by the con- 
struction of the filter-bed, so that when the gate was 
closed, the water was three feet two inches above the bot- 
tom of the inlet-pipe. 

The water continued to. rise until the 23d of 
January, at which time it was eleven feet nine inches 
above the bottom of the inlet-pipe. Owing to the 
incomplete state of the dam, it was not considered safe to 
allow it to rise any higher, and from this time the 
water was allowed to waste over the stop-planks, into 
the gate house, and through the waste-pipe. From a 
record of the depth of the water at the stop-planks, 
and from some experiments, rendered necessary by the 
peculiar shape of the opening, the total amount of water 
wasted is computed at 85,000,000 gallons. This added 
to 79,000,000, the amount stored, gives 164,000,000 
as the whole amount which might have been saved had 
the work not been delayed in the manner referred to. 

The greatest rise of any day while the water was being 
stored, was on the 15th of December, when a rise of 
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eight inches was recorded; and the 14th and - 15th 
together, record a rise of fifteen and one-half inches. 
This was over an area of about twenty-one acres, and 
shows a gain of ten million gallons in two days. The 
average rise during this period was nearly two inches per 
day, and the amount of water stored was seventy-nine 
million gallons. 

On account of the lateness of the Spring, the work was 
not re-commenced until April 8, 1874. In the mean- 
time, as has been said, the water had risen in the pond to 
a depth of nearly twelve feet. The excavation at the 
easterly end was much delayed; but a hard, firm bottom 
having been reached, Mr. Joseph P. Davis, City Engineer 
of Boston, was consulted, and by his advice, the work on 
the priming-wall was continued and vigorously prose- 
cuted, the water being kept down by pumping. 

On the 7th of May, the stop-plank was put on at 
the gate house, since which time no water has been 
allowed to run over. From this time the work went rap- 
idly forward, and. was practically completed about the 
1st of September, and the final estimate was made and 
the contract closed, September 7, 1874. 


Distribution. 


The contract for laying the pipes through the streets of 
the town was made with Mr. George H. Norman, Febru- 
ary 2, 1874. The pipe laid is what is known as 
the wrought iron and cement lined water-pipe. The 
work of laying the pipes was commenced in May, and 
continued throughout the Summer and Fall. 

The length of the various sizes, and their location 
in the different streets, will be found at the end of this 
report. 
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The twelve-inch pipe extends from the check-valve at 
the dam, through Forest and Washington Streets, to 
Pleasant Street, and thence the distribution is continued 
by smaller sizes, throughout the town. As a rule, no 
pipe less than six inches, internal diameter, has been laid 
in any principal street. Profiting by the experience of 
adjoining towns, larger sizes of pipe have been laid than 
was at first contemplated, as will be seen in the exchange of 
six-inch for eight-inch pipe, the four-inch remaining about 
the same, being laid principally in the shorter streets. 

The gates have been so arranged that a section of a few 
streets may be shut off from the mains, for repairs, etc., 
without interfering with the general distribution. 

The hydrants used have been partly of the ‘* Boston 
Machine Company,” and partly of the ‘‘ Newport” pat- 
_tern. All hydrants set on pipes six inches or more in 
diameter, have six-inch branches and ‘ barrels;” the 
others are four inches. ‘They are allof the same descrip- 
tion as regards steamer and hose connections, that is, 
they have all a steamer connection facing the street, and 
two hose connections, gne leading in each direction. <A 
six-inch ‘‘ Matthews” hydrant has been set on Swanton 
Street, nearly opposite Mr. Moseley’s tannery, and Mr. 
Moseley has set in his own yard a ‘ Ball” hydrant, with 
four hose connections. | 

A list of the hydrants and gates and their location will 
be found at the end of this report. 


Grading the Streets. 


In connection with laying the pipes through the streets a 
Committee consisting of the Selectmen and Water Commis- 
sioners was appointed to establish the grades of the streets 
before the pipes were laid, in order that when the streets 
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were properly graded in the future, the pipes might not 
be exposed to the action of frost on the one hand, nor, on 
the other hand, too deeply covered for convenience of 
access. 3 

Accordingly the streets were perambulated and the 
grades established by the committee on various occasions 
throughout the Summer and the pipes were laid so that 
the top of the pipes should be five feet below the finished 
grade of the streets. 

Mr. P. W. Swan was appointed Superintendent of the 
Water Works May 5th, 1874. The work of laying the 
pipes was under the immediate supervision of Mr. Swan 
and Mr. Asa Fletcher.

Art. 25. To see if the Town will purchase a new 
Chemical Engine, or do anything in relation to the same. 

Art. 26. To see if the Town will supply the Hill Dis- 
trict with Highland Water, or do anything in relation to 
the same. 

Arr. 27. To see if the Town will sell the Steam Fire 
Engine, or do anything in relation to the same. 

Arr. 28. To see if the Town will take action in regard 
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to celebrating the one-hundredth anniversary of the first 
battle of the Revolution, or do anything in relation to the 
same. 

Arr. 29. To see if the Town, together with one of the 
adjoining towns, will employ a Superintendent of Schools, 
or do anything in relation to the same.

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN, 


THE Selectmen respectfully submit the following report 
for the financial year, ending Feb. 29, 1876: — 

The Board in making up this report have little to say: 
further than give the disposition made of the appropria- 
tions granted at the annual Town Meeting, March, 1875. 
But we would impress on the voters of the town to look 
carefully into the matter of appropriating money for any 
purpose not absolutely necessary. The large sums ex- 
pended the last few years, and the depression of all kinds 
of business at the present time, are being felt by all classes 
of our citizens. And the time has come when the town, 
as well as individuals, should look carefully after their 
expenditures. 


HIGHWAYS. 


On the ist of April, the Selectmen appointed F. H. 
Johnson, Superintendent of Streets, and he entered on his 
duties, laid out his work, and commenced with energy, 
knowing there was a large amount of work to be done; 
but in eight weeks from his appointment, we, in common 
with the rest of the town, were called to mourn his death. 
We need but reiterate the often repeated expression, The 
town has lost a valuable man, competent and faithful to 
the last degree. . 

Since Mr. Johnson’s death, the care of the roads has 
fallen mainly on the chairman of the Board, Mr. Holton, 
who has given much time looking after the men in charge, 
and directing the work as it progressed from day to day. 
The work done this season has been as follows : — 
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CAMBRIDGE STREET. 


This street, left in an unfinished condition last year, has 
been finished from Arlington line to Pond Street, to the 
width of fifty feet. There is still a portion of this street to 
build, from Pond Street to Woburn line. 


BACON STREET, 


Also left unfinished last year, is now finished to the full 
width, 493 feet, on each side of the bridge over the rail- 
road, with the exception of a small piece against the 
Pond, which can gradually be filled in. The County Com- 
missioners were called on to widen and straighten this 
street from the bridge to Grove Street, which they did, by 
adopting the line fixed by the Selectmen; and the abut- 
ters on the street aided materially by their liberality, Mr. 
Marshall Symmes giving about 2,500 feet of land on the 
east side of the street, and Mr. Theodore Symmes giving 
500 feet on the west side of the street, on condition the 
town and county relay the walls and fences, which has 
been done, excepting a short piece of railing on Mr. M. 
Symmes’ wall near the bridge. 


SWANTON STREET 


Has been completed in conformity to the grade fixed 
by the Street Grade Committee, though the street is very 
much improved, the dissatisfaction of some of the abut- 
ters near the east side of the Railroad Bridge may make it 
incumbent on the town to change to the original grade. 


CHURCH STREET. 


The town having voted, and the County Commissioners 
laid out and ordered this street to be built 60 feet in 
width, from Cambridge Street to Dix Street, and 50 feet 
wide from Dix to Main Street. We have completed the 
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same this season, as far as practicable. There is a portion 
_ of the sidewalk not finished against Messrs. Boynton and 
Locke’s land, which will need building, after the walls are 
replaced ; otherwise, it is substantially done. 


HIGH STREET. 


On this street, though there was but a small appropriation 
unexpended, we have done a good deal of work, as, from 
the hill, which it was desirable to cut down, was fur- 
nished largely the material to build Cambridge, Church, 
Bacon and Central Streets. The hill being mostly ledge, 
the material was obtained by blasting. After drill- 
ing into the rock some sixty holes, nine feet deep, and 
charging with dualine the battery was applied, and the 
result was successful, loosening and breaking up the rock 
so completely, that it could be removed with the teams. 
It will be necessary, in order to get the proper grade, to 
remove the remaining portion of the ledge already blasted, 
which can be done with small cost. . 


CENTRAL STREET, 


Running from Beacon to Church Street, has- been cut to 
gerade and rebuilt, and is now one of our best streets. 


MAIN STREET. 


By order of the County Commissioners, Main Street has 
been widened and straightened from Pleasant Street to 
Symmes Corner. This street has been thoroughly repaired 
between those points. Also Black Horse Hill has been 
cut down so that the water will now drain from above 
where it formerly stood on the street. 


HIGHLAND AVENUE. 


But little has been done on this street. Commencement 
was made between Hancock and Swanton Streets. 


8 Hees 
GENERAL REPAIRS. 


Besides the work done on those streets mentioned, we 
have made repairs on Cross, Washington, Oak, Webster, 
Mt. Vernon, Myrtle, Walnut, Mt. Pleasant, Mystic Avenue, 
Madison Avenue, Grove and Pine Streets. On Grove Street 
a portion of new road was built by Mr. P. C. Brooks, 
jun., and is a model piece of road; he charging the town 
only for money paid out for labor, giving the use of 
horses, oxen, and carts, and furnishing material. And he 
is making further improvements by widening the street 
and relaying the wall. 


SIDEWALKS. 


It has been the aim of the board in all cases to do all 
they could in forming and making a foundation for side- 
walks on every street where work was being done. And 
a large amount of work has been accomplished in that 
direction. 


CULVERTS. 


We had to take up, and replace with larger ones, three 
culverts on Washington Street; four on Cambridge Street ; 
two on Church: Street; one on Myrtle Street; one oh 
Black Horse Hill. The mistake of building the culverts 
too small has been prevalent. And we would impress on 
coming Boards the importance of large culverts. The 
culvert on Forest Street will have to be rebuilt, as it is 
not large enough to take the extra amount of water that 
comes from the reservoir, and at times the water runs over 
the street. . 


GUIDE BOARDS 


are in the usual condition. 
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BRIDGES. ‘ 


The bridge over the railroad on Swanton Street being in 
an unsafe condition, and the timber so far gone as not to 
allow of repair, a new bridge has been built this season 
at a cost of five hundred dollars. 

-Also a new bridge has been built on Lake Street. 


HOSE-CARRIAGES AND HOUSES. 


At a town meeting, Nov. 3, 1874, the sum of four thou- 
sand dollars was appropriated to be expended in the pur- 
chase of hose-carriages and houses. The selectmen and 
engineers were authorized to procure the same, which 
were placed in care of the fire department soon after our 
annual meeting last March. The cost of carriages and 
houses will be found-in our financial report. 


SCHOOL HOUSE IN ADAMS DISTRICT. 


There was appropriated for land and building eleven 
thousand dollars. The selectmen and school committee 
were appointed committee to provide a suitable building. 
March 30, the two boards met in convention, and Messrs. 
Holton and Gardner were chosen committee to procure 
plans and estimates. At a meeting of the convention, 
July 3, the committee reported with plan, specifications, 
and estimates. The plan presented was ‘adopted, and 
Messrs. Holton, Gardner, and Chapin chosen as_building- 
committee. It was voted, That the building be called 
the Chapin Schoolhouse. For details see report of school 
committee. 


TOWN LINES. 


We have perambulated the lines between this town and 
' Arlington, Lexington, Woburn, Stoneham, and Medford, 
and found the bounds in good order and properly marked. 
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BATH HOUSES. 


The town appropriated five hundred dollars for this pur- 
pose. As the waters of Wedge Pond are controlled by the 
Mystic water works, and to place a bath-house there 
would lead to litigation, we thought best not to construct 
any. 


PAUPERS. 


Of the paupers fully supported, two have died since 
the last report, James Coholin and William Salisbury. 

Of those receiving partial support, one, Thomas Can- 
non, we have sent home to Ireland, it being cheaper to pay 
his expenses home than support him here. 

_° The number of tramps will be found in police report. 


DAMAGES CLAIMED. 


By Andrew Pratt and David H. Pratt, claim of $1,000. 

On the morning of April 19, while passing over Cam- 
bridge Street, the street being then in an unfinished con- 
dition, a culvert being partially finished across the street, 
though all precaution that seemed to be necessary was 
taken, by some means their carriage was upset and both 
were thrown out upon the newly macadamized road. The 
merits of this case were somewhat conflicting as to whom 
was at fault, but as they were conciliatory in the matter, 
not being disposed to push their claim for a large amount, 
the board deemed it advisable to meet them in the same 
spirit, and settled with them for $500. 

By the heirs of Eunice Paine, a claim of $500 for dam- 
age to their estate, caused by change of grade of Swanton 
Street, settled for $250. 
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By the heirs of F. H. Morse, a claim for $250, damage 
to their estate, caused by cutting down Black Horse Hill; 
settled for $200. , 

By Patrick Holland, a claim for $500, damage to his 
estates caused by change of grade on Swanton Street. 
This claim the board considered unreasonable, and as they 
did not consider the fill at that point of much importance 
to the town, voted to remove the gravel placed on the 
street against his estates, and make the grade the same 
as formerly. Mr. Holland takes exceptions to this and 
sues the town. 

To Dennis O’Connell for moving fence and altering his 
grounds to correspond with grade on Swanton Street, we 
paid $60. 


SUITS AGAINST THE TOWN. 


The suit pending last spring of Andrew McHugh, came 
to trial June 15, and was decided in favor of the town. 

The suit now pending of Mr. Holland, has been placed 
in hands of council. Since receiving notice of this suit, a 
petition has been filed with the selectmen for damages. 


INCENDIARY FIRES. 


There having been several fires of incendiary origin, 
the board offered a reward of $500 for the conviction of 
the person who set on fire the barn of Thos. 8. Holton’s 
heirs, on Washington Street ; also $500 for the conviction 
of the person who set on fire the old Adams schoolhouse, 
and it is to be hoped they may be arrested and brought to 
justice. 
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POLICE. 


The matter of night police was left with the selectmen, 
and as it seemed to them, one man to watch the town 
would be of little benefit, and the exigency of the town 
did not demand any number of night watchmen, there 
being no appropriation for that purpose, we decided not to 
appoint night police. The policemen the past year were 
P. W. Swan, A. C. Taylor, M. E. Lyon, W. T. Dotton, 
Asa Locke, and two special police. For doings of police, 
see police report. 


PETITIONS RECEIVED. 


Of Robert Cowdery and others, to lay out a private way 
known as Water Street, forty feet wide as a town Baan 
No action taken. 

Of H. W. Miller and others, to widen and extend Lake 
Street. The board met on the premises to view the street, 
May 27, and voted to lay out Lake Street to forty feet 
wide, on condition there is no expense to the town for 
land damage. 

Of D. N. Skillings and others, to lay out a new street 
from Cambridge to Beacon Street. This street was laid 
out by the selectmen Oct. 19, and reported to the town at 
the November meeting, and accepted when completed, to 
the satisfaction of the selectmen. ‘The street has been 
completed as per agreement, and accepted, and is now a 
town-way called Everett Avenue. 

Of L. W. and Mary E. Hammond, for damage to their 
property by change of grade on Swanton Street, placed on 
file. No action taken.

Annual Report of the Auditors of the ‘Town of Win- 
chester, for the year ending Feb. 29, 1876. 

At a meeting of the town, held April 29, 1875, the fol- 
lowing addition was made to the By-Laws by vote of the 
town ; viz. 

ES een III., Section 7. At each annual meeting the 
town shall oaue three Auditors, whose duty it shall be to 
examine the books and accounts of the Selectmen, Treas- 
urer, Collector, and Water Commissioners, as soon as pos- 
sible after the close of the financial year of the town, and 
report at the next town meeting, in detail, under their 
respective heads all the receipts and exnen dite: by the 
town for the previous year. 

‘¢ Said report, with all other reports of town officers, shall 
be printed by the Selectmen, and a copy thereof left at 
every dwelling house in town, four days at least before 
the annual meeting, which meeting shall be held on the 
fourth Monday in March. Said Auditors shall receive 
for their services such compensation as the town shall 
determine.” 

Pursuant of fis vote, it is evident that the Auditors 
must obtain their facts and figures from the books and 
accounts of the other town officers. Owing to the short 
space of time between the end of the financial year of the 
town and the time that this report must be given to 
the printer, in order that their distribution may be in ac- 
cordance with the law, and for other reasons, we beg to say 
that it is impossible for us to present, this year, herewith 
an approved and correct statement of all the receipts and 
expenses, as required by the new By-Law. 

We submit the following table. It is incomplete from 
the nature of things; but, however, it may be convenient 
for reference.

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In the table we have prepared, the expense of the repairs 
of the water-works is offset by the receipts from the water 
rates, and the balance of income from water is applied to 
paying the interest on the water debt. 

The amount received from the State for Corporation and 
Bank tax, should reduce the appropriation to be raised by 
taxation the following year. 

In explanation of the expenditures being apparently 
greater than the total receipts, we may say that some un- 
expended balances of last year’s appropriations have been 
used this year, and money borrowed this year forthe same. 
Formerly there have been collections by the Trustees of 
the Town Library for fines, &c., but the Treasurer’s book 
shows no money received from that source this year. If 
they have collected any money it should have been paid 
into the Towfi Treasury, and included in this year’s ac- 
counts, as all the other town officers have done who have 
collected any money. 

If the system we recommend is adopted, accurate tables 
can be prepared, showing, from year to year, the actual 
cost of sustaining each department. 


THE SELECTMEN’S ACCOUNTS. 


Probably few of the citizens are aware of the onerous 
duties and extent of the labors of the Selectmen. When 
this Board summoned the Auditors to examine their ac- 
counts, we could not thoroughly audit them in time for our 
report to go to press with the other reports, and could only 
take their total footings. | 

While we have confidence in the correctness of the Se- 
lectmen’s acounts, we recommend that our successors make: 


51 


a quarterly examination of their books and vouchers, as 
only in this way can a proper statement, as required by 
vote of the town, be made. 

In order that there may be a uniformity, we pahirowet that 
a printed blank form of pay-roll be provided for the sev- 
eral departments, and that each person, who receives com- 
pensation from the town for services, receipt thereon. 

When we examined the books of the Selectmen, their 
accounts were not quite completed, although all the pay- 
~ ments had been made. Formerly there was no connection 
of one year’s business with the next, which we think was 
wrong; but the Clerk of the present Board of Selectmen 
proposes closing this year’s accounts by carrying forward 
the unexpended balances, and charging the excess payments 
to the following year’s accounts, which we approve of. 


THE TREASURER’S ACCOUNT. 


We have examined the Treasurer’s Cash Book and at- 
tested to an account-current amounting to $124,530.88. 

The balance of cash on hand at the closing of his ac- 
count was $2,025.17. 

The manifest accuracy of the Treasurer’s Cash Book is 
well, but it is the opinion of your Auditors that his ac- 
counts should be kept by a double-entry system of book- 
keeping. In making this suggestion we are aware that the 
salary of the office is small, considering the labor and re- 
sponsibility, and the amount of the bond required. The 
many cash payments on the Selectmen’s warrants might be 
journalized in total once a month, and the other entries are 
not numerous. 

By following the plan proposed, a statement of the 
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receipts and expenses could be given each year, and a bal- 
ance sheet made which would show at a glance the cost of 
the property owned by the town, and the amount of debt 
incurred for it. Comparisons, year by year, could be more 
easily made.

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It would require ten hours’ work to properly examine 
this account; but, as the time was limited, we were unable 
to give to it but a single evening. We cannot, therefore, 
attest to this account; but we think it is correct. The 
Collector furnished a certificate from the Assessors, show- 
ing the amount of abatements allowed. 

The balance charged against the Collector at closing of 
accounts this year is $7,403.31. We are informed that the 
order for the payment of the County tax comes to the 
Collector, and that the law requires him to pay it; how- 
ever this may be, it seems to us that all payments for the 
expense of.the town, and all moneys collected, should ap- 
pear on the Treasurer’s books. It is our opinion that the 
Collector should render an account to the Treasurer, simi- 
lar to the one usually printed in the annual report, and 
the discounts should be charged to the interest account. 

We recommend that the New Board of Auditors exam- 
ine the Collector’s book on Oct. 10, which is the day on 
which discount ceases and interest begins on taxes; then 
finally audit March 1.

It will be noticed that there has been $196.92 paid over 
to the treasurer in excess of the amount received from 
water takers; but this matter will regulate itself during 
the coming year. 

Finally, we have made several euiitiet datson in our 
report, and they may seem to entail much labor ; but these 
suggestions apply to so many, that individual work will 
not be unreasonably augmented. The extra time required 
by the various officers would be fully compensated by their 
personal satisfaction at the end of the year. 

When there is not an agreement in the accounts of the 
several officers, some must be wrong. 

It is not our desire to recommend so much “ red tape” 
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as to impede the progress of affairs, but only institute a 
system, which, when once fully adopted, will facilitate 
business. 

Correctness, and a system whereby one person shall be 
a check upon another, have a tendency to economy. .

The Cemetery Committee would beg leave to say, in 
addition to the Treasurer’s report, that they have caused 
the money appropriated by the town to be expended in 
such manner as they deemed for the best interest of the 
town. That there is a growing interest in the improved 
appearance of the Cemetery, we think is manifested in the 
large number of lots sold the past year, which leads the 
committee to believe that their labors for improvements 
have not been in vain. 

The subject of perpetual care of lots has often been 
presented to the Cemetery Committee, but it never having 
been brought to the notice of the town, for their action, 
we, as a matter of course, could give no definite answer. 
We have, however, promised to introduce the subject to 
the town at the next annual meeting. 
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The plan pursued by Cemetery Corporations usually is, 
to receive deposits of money from individual owners of 
lots, and give them an agreement to expend the interest in 
the care of the lot of the depositor. All lots would not 
require the same amount of care; therefore the price for 
the care of a particular lot would have to be decided by 
the Cemetery Committee for the time being. Judging 
from our experience in that line, we think we should 
decide that the simplest care of no lot should be under- 
taken for a less deposit than $100, and from that sum up- 
wards, as the occasion might require. This matter will be 
brought up at our annual town meeting, now soon to be 
held, and further particulars then given. We would re- 
spectfully suggest, that there be a change in the term of 
office of the Cemetery Committee of this town, and would 
recommend that the committee to be elected at the next 
annual meeting, to fill the place of the present board, 
whose term of office will then expire, be elected as fol- 
lows; one for the term of one year, one for two years, 
one for three years, one for four years, and one for 
five years; and that thereafter one member be elected 
annually for the term of five years, to fill the place of the 
member whose term expires. We would also recommend 
that the committee be authorized to fill any vacancy that 
may occur in their number. For the ensuing year we 
would suggest that the town appropriate the sum of three 
hundred ($300) dollars for the purpose of keeping the 
cemetery in repair.

REPORT OF THE FISH COMMITTEE, 


THE committee report that they have attended to the 
duties devolving upon them in the following manner. We 
applied to the fish commissioners of Massachusetts for, 
and they have granted, leases of Wedge and Winter Ponds 
in Winchester, and they have also granted to the towns of 
Medford and Winchester a lease of upper Mystic Pond. 
We asked the selectmen of Arlington to join with us in 
the lease of upper Mystic pond, but they declined. Ata 
meeting of the committees of Medford and Winchester, it 
was voted, ‘* to prohibit fishing to every one, excepting as 
follows: on Wednesdays and Saturdays, citizens of both 
towns, and none other, will be allowed to fish, and all 
persons canght fishing contrary to the above, will be pros- 
ecuted according to law, and all persons catching any other 
variety of fish than the red perch and pickerel, will have 
to place them back in the pond alive, for, by taking them 
away, they infringe the rules and regulations governing 
the ponds, and will be liable to prosecution.” In grant- 
ing the leases, the State Commissioners omitted the usual 
article of contract, of not allowing any fishing in the first 
five years of the lease, because of the fact that the town 
had done so much in previous years, but recommended, 
for a time, to limit fishing to two days in the week. We 
have been favored, in years past, in receiving from the 
State a portion of the young fish hatched at the State 
’ establishment, and, as a result, several landlocked salmon 
were caught in upper Mystic, last summer, weighing a 
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pound and upwards, showing that they have made good 
growth. We have placed this year, a larger number than 
ever before, of young landlocked salmon in our waters, 
also some ten thousand of fresh-water smelts. There will 
be hatched at the State establishment this season, some 
two hundred thousand of landlocked salmon, and we are 
promised our proportion of them. Your committee would 
say, as a general thing, our notices and by-laws have not 
been infringed upon, but parties fishing have withdrawn 
upon an explanation which we felt (in the early period of 
the lease) was better than using arbitrarily the power in 
our hands; but upon a better and fuller knowledge of the 
law, should parties persist in refusing to obey the law, we 
would recommend to future committees to see the laws 
fully carried out.

FIRE ENGINEER'S REPORT. 


THE department consists of one steam fire engine, one 
hook and ladder truck, one horse hose-carriage, four hand 
hose-carriages, one two wheeled hose-carriage, and an 
ammunition wagon. In 1874, the town voted an appropria- 
tion of four thousand dollars, to purchase four hose car- 
riages, and to build four houses for the same, and such fur- 
ther sum as might be obtained by sale of the hand-engine, 
which was six hundred dollars. The work was completed 
at the end of that financial year, but not in season to have 
the bills paid in that year. The manner in which the 
money was expended will be given in another place. It 
costs the town nothing for the land covered by the four 
houses, the owners giving the use of the land until such 
time as they shall want it. 

The engineers thought it would be a good investment 
for the town to place a whistle on Moseley’s tannery that 
would produce a different sound from any of the whistles 
now in use, to be blown for any fires in Winchester, or 
that might occur in the immediate vicinity of the tannery. 
It has been impossible to distinguish the whistles in that 
neighborhood, and as a consequence we have turned out 
to several fires that have been in Woburn, where they 
have a department sufficient for their own needs. As it 
costs from ten dollars to fifteen dollars every time we 
turn out (setting aside the wear and tear), we can soon 
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make up the cost of the whistle, by knowing what alarms 
to respond to. We have agreed to pay the watchman at 
the tannery one dollar every time he blows the whistle - 
for a fire that is in Winchester, which will prompt him to 
keep a sharp lookout towards the town. It is not to be 
blown for fires in Woburn unless near the line. 

We shall make arrangements with the Woburn engi- 
neers for proper signals, should help be needed in either 
town. Owing to the death of one of the pair of horses 
used to haul the steamer, we have been obliged to hire 
horses of Mr. Hanson. As his stable is some distance from 
the house where the steamer is kept, it will explain any 
delay occurring. We had been paying the men of the 
horse hose-carriage thirty-five dollars per annum for doing 
the work needed before the new carriages came in. After 
several trials of the new hose-carriages, we became con- 
vinced of their utility, and also able to judge of the work 
performed by the men belonging to the companies. It 
was thought best to equalize the pay of the men, and 
from July 1, 1875, to March 1, 1876, the centre companies 
drew pay at the rate of ten dollars per annum, per man, 
allowing ten men to a company; and the four new com- 
panies at the rate of five dollars per man. This pay is 
very small, not compensating the men for the wear of 
clothes, setting aside the dangers they incur, and it requires 
no small amount of public spirit, for men to be summoned 
from their beds at all hours of the night, at all seasons of 
the year, to perform duty that will result they know not 
how. The unconcerned citizen stands and watches the 
fire in all its brilliancy, and as the bright flames die away, 
hies homeward, while the fireman, drenched to the skin, 
and clothing frozen stiff, stays until the last spark is extin- 
guished, reels up his dirty, frozen hose, goes to the main 
house to get a fresh supply of clean hose, then home 
hours after the last spectator has departed. We heartily 
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commend the firemen of Winchester, for the prompt and 
faithful manner in which they have performed their duty. 
The department have responded to alarms as follows: 


April 16. Fire in Woburn, went to the line.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON WATER 
WORKS. 


THE Committee appointed at the town meeting, held in 
March, 1875, to draft a code of rules and regulations for 
the administration of the Highland Water Works, have 
attended to that duty, and present the following as their 


REPORT. 


The following rules, regulations, and rates are adopted 
for the government of all officers, agents, and water takers 
authorized by an act of the Legislature of Massachusetts, 
approved the twenty-fifth day of April, in the year eighteen 
hundred and seventy-two, entitled, ‘* An Act to supply the 
Town of Winchester with pure water;”’ and any acts in 
addition thereto. And the Water Commissioners, elected 
by virtue of said act, are hereby instructed to conform to, 
and be governed by, the following rules and regulations, 
and all amendments thereof; and they are also empowered 
to appoint a Water Registrar, and other necessary agents 
and assistants, and perform all other duties set forth in 
these regulations, until the Water Board is elected and 
qualified as hereinafter provided. 
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SECTION 1. At the annual meeting, in March next, the 
town shall elect by ballot, a Water Board, consisting of 
three legal voters ; one of whom shall be elected for the 
term of three years, and shall be chairman of the Board ; 
another shall be elected for two years; and another for 
one year; and the town shall annually thereafter elect by 
ballot one member of said Board for the term of three 
years. 

Every member elect shall, before entering upon the duties 
of his office, make oath, in the same manner as other town 
officers, that he will faithfully discharge the duties in strict 
accordance with the following rules and regulations, and 
all amendments thereto that may hereafter be made by 
vote of the town. 

No member shall receive any salary or other compensa- 
tion for his services. : 

SECT. 2. When the powers of the present Water Com- 
missioners shall cease, the Water Board shall have and 
exercise all the powers vested in said Commissioners, or 
the town, by an Act of the Legislature of Massachusetts, 
approved the twenty-fifth day of April, in the year eighteen 
hundred and seventy-two, entitled, ** An Act to supply the 
Town of Winchester with pure water ;”’ and by any acts in 
addition thereto, so far as the same may be legally delegated, 
and they shall have power to appoint a Water Registrar, and 
all other necessary subordinate officers, agents and assist- 
ants, and may fix their salaries or compensation, provided 
that the same shall not exceed, in the aggregate, the sum 
appropriated by the town therefor. But all the powers 
mentioned in this section shall be subject to any limita- 
tions, restrictions, and additions which may be made by 
vote of the town at any legal meeting. 

Srot. 8. The Water Board shall, annually, during the . 
month of March, present to the town a report, made up to 
and including the last day of February, containing a state- 


roy

ment of the condition of all the water works, and of the 
lands and other property connected therewith ; also a de- 
tailed account of all receipts and expenditures; together 
with any information or suggestions which they may 
deem important; and they shall, at the same time, trans- 
mit to the town the report of the Water Registrar, men- 
tioned in the following section. 

Srct. 4. The Water Registrar, under the direction of the 
Water Board, shall assess and collect the water rates here- 
inafter established ; and shall pay all moneys so collected 
by him, to the Town Treasurer weekly; he shall once in 
each year personally visit, or cause to be visited, the prem- 
ises of every water taker, examine the service pipes and 
fixtures, and see that the rules and regulations are strictly 
complied with; and he shall annually, on or before the 
first day of March present to the Water Board a report 
containing a statement of the number of water takers ; 
the number of cases where the water has been cut off; the 
number and amount of abatements; the amount of water 
rates assessed and collected and paid over to the Town 
Treasurer ; he shall also perform all other duties required 
of him by the Water Board. 

SEcT. 5. The annual rent for hbk use of the water shall 
be payable to the Registrar in advance, on the first day 
of March in each year. All charges for specific supplies 
or for fractional parts of a year shall be payable in ad- 
vance, and before the water is turned on. 

SECT. 6. In all cases of non-payment of the water rent 
for sixty days after the same is due and payable, the Water 
Registrar shall serve a summons at the premises of such 
delinquent ; and unless said rent is paid within ten days 
thereafter, together with twenty-five cents for said sum- 
mons, the Registrar shall cut off the water, and it then shall 
not be‘let on until the amount due, together with twenty- 
five cents for the summons, and two dollars for shutting off 
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and letting on, is paid; provided, that no occupant shall 
be required to pay the amount due from a former occu- 
pant. The foregoing provisions shall apply to cases where 
two or more parties take water from the same service pipes, 
although one or more of them may have paid the propor- 
tion due from him or them. 

Seor. 7. The Water Board may make abatements in the 
water rents in. such cases as they may deem right and 
proper ; and shall have the right to cut off the water from 
any street or section after giving timely notice to the 
takers of their intention so to do. 

Sect. 8. The Water Board shall keep suitable books in 

which shall be entered the names of all persons who take 
the water, the kind of building, the name and number of 
the street, the nature of the use, the number of taps, and 
the amount charged; which books shall be open to inspec- 
tion. 
Sect. 9. If any personshall open any hydrant, or lift or 
remove the cover of the same, or make any opening or 
connection with any pipe or reservoir, or turn on or turn 
off the water from any pipe, fountain, reservoir or hydrant, 
except in case of fire, or by authority of the Water Board 
or Registrar, he shall be liable to a penalty of not less 
than three dollars nor more than fifty dollars. 

Sect. 10. If any person shall divert the water, or any 
part thereof, of any springs, brooks, water-courses or reser- 
voirs belonging to the town, or pollute or render impure 
the waters contained therein; or destroy or injure any 
dam, reservoir, aqueduct, pipe, hydrant, or other work, he 
shall be prosecuted to the extent of the law. 

SEctT. 11. The following rules shall be printed on all bills 
for water-rates, and shall be considered a part of the con- 
tract with every person who takes the water; and every 
person by taking the water shall be considered to have 
expressed his assent to be bound thereby ; namely, — 
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1. All persons taking water shall keep the service-pipes 
within their premises, including the pipes to the street 
line, in good repair and protected from frost, at their own 
expense, and they will be held responsible for all damage 
which may result from their failure to do so. 

2. They shall prevent all unnecessary waste of water, 
and shall not conceal the purposes for which it is used. 

3. No alteration shall be made in any of the pipes or 
fixtures inserted by the town, except by persons authorized 
by the Water Board or Registrar, who are to be allowed 
to enter the premises supplied, to examine the fixtures 
and ascertain if there is any unnecessary waste. 

4. No water shall be supplied to parties not entitled to 
the use of it under these regulations, unless by special 
written permit of the Water Board. 

Sect. 12. In every case of violation of any one of the 
rules contained in section 11, the water shall be immedi- 
ately cut off from the building or place where such vio- 
lation occurred, although two or more parties may take 
the water through the same pipe; and shall not be let on 
except by order of the Water Board, and on the payment 
of two dollars; and in case-of any such violation, the 
Water Board shall have the right to declare any payment 
made for the water by the person permitting such viola- 
tion to be forfeited, and the same shall thereupon be for- 
feited. 

Sect. 18. The following rates shall be charged annually 
for the use of the water, the year commencing on the 
first day of March, and ending the last day of February.

SECT. 15. No charge shall be made for the right of any 
water taker to insert a pipe, of not more than one inch in 
diameter, to be used only in case of fire. 


Sect. 16. The Water Board may charge the Fire De- 
partment the sum of twenty-five dollars annually for each 
and every hydrant established within the limits of the town ; 
and for water supplied to fountains, and for other public 
purposes, they may charge the department of the govern- 
ment for which the water is used the same rates that 
individuals or Perum Ine would be charged for like pur- 
poses. 


Srect. 17. Whenever application is made to the Water 
Board by parties who have built, or intend to build, on 
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unaccepted streets, for an extension of the water-pipes, 
they shall refuse such application, unless, on an examina- 
tion of the premises, it is found that the street is properly 
graded, and that the income from the use of said water 
shall not be less than seven per cent per annum on the 
cost of said extension. :

Your Commissioners submit the foregoing statement, 
being the entire financial transactions of the Board since 
their appointment, and a carefully prepared recapitulation 
of the same, which will show the cost of each department of 
the work committed to our care, and we trust the satisfac- 
tion we feel is shared by our fellow-citizens, that the cost of 
the works have been kept so closely to the estimates (thus 
confirming the statement on page 109 in our report of last 
year) and bearing in mind that the interest account 
should be deducted, which being done, would leave the 
sum of one hundred and fifty-seven thousand, eight 
hundred and seventy dollars and eighty-seven cents 
(157,870.87), and deducting also the sum of thirty-five 
hundred and forty-six dollars and sixteen cents ($3,546,- 
16), paid for land in South Meadow, the total then would 
be one hundred and fifty-four thousand three hundred 
and twenty-four dollars and seventy-one cents ($154,324.- 
iap: | 

It should be stated, however, that there is a liability 
existing to Mr. J. S. Richardson, for about four and one 
half acres of land taken at the westerly end of the dam, 
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and the price demanded being so much in excess of the 
views of your Commissioners, and after many trials failing 
to negotiate, Mr. Richardson called the County Commis- 
sioners to determine the amount of damage, and they 
afterward awarded Mr. Richardson the sum of two thou- 
sand dollars, which sum being excessive in the opinion of 
the Board, we took an appeal, and shall soon ask a jury 
trial. Your Commissioners are of the opinion that the 
price they have paid for all the land taken is above 
its real value, when judged by every standard coming 
within their knowledge ; but having ourselves an aversion 
to litigation, and well knowing our fellow-citizens shared 
this feeling with us, we have adopted a pretty uniform 
practice and price, and have succeeded in our entire settle- 
ments without recourse to the law, except in this instance, 
and should have been gratified could we have succeeded 
in, this case also. 

Besides this, there is a small claim still unsettled with 
Mr. Boardman, for land taken for pipe-route, but this will 
be adjusted by offsets and exchanges in a friendly way, as 
soon as the gentlemanly owner can give his attention to the 
matter. 

Since making up the foregoing account, we have received 
the deed, and paid for about eleven acres of land in the 
South Meadow, and have a deed tendered for another lot 
of about the same amount, but the trade has not been con- 
summated, for the reason that the title was not clear. 
We have to report that the entire works are in a most 
excellent condition, and that very few defects have been 
discovered, and our highest expectations and hopes in re- 
gard to the works have been fully realized ; and we con- 
gratulate the citizens, that their generous support of the 
whole matter has been crowned with success so marked, 
that those who at first differed with the friends of the 
enterprise now heartily give it their support; and we trust, 
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ere long, it will yield a sufficient revenue to relieve the 
citizens from taxation on this account. 

The durability of the water-pipes, laid by Mr. Norman, 
as well as the hydrants and gates, are guaranteed by him 
five years from the date of his settlement, and therefore 
all repairs arising from any defect or bursting of mains 
will involve no expense to the town. 

We have reduced the cost of the ordinary expense of 
the care of the works and collecting the revenues to a 
sum not exceeding one thousand dollars per annum; and 
we see no reason why, by the same rigid system of econ- 
omy, it may not be carried on at the same cost many years 
to come. ; 

The term of office to which we were re-elected will 
expire next July, and there being some doubt in the minds 
of some of our legal friends, as to the power of the town 
to elect successors under our charter, we have, through 
' the co-operation of the Selectmen, asked for and obtained 
a bill for an amendment to our charter, which at this writ- 
ing has passed its several readings in the Legislature, and 
will, without doubt, become a law before this report is put 
into your hands. 

Your Commissioners, feeling the delicacy of their posi- 
tion, cannot close this, their last annual report, without 
making such suggestions and recommendations as their 
experience leads them to think it wise for the town to 
follow ; viz.,— 

That the unmistakable wish of the town being to 
secure the full benefits to be in future derived by a 
southern reservoir, and the possession of the land conse- 
quently to be obtained, and the advantage to be derived 
from purchase rather than by the taking under the act, 
thus also avoiding making it necessary to ask for large 
appropriations, and consequent loss of interest, a gradual 
absorption would be undoubtedly the most economical 
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and judicious ; and whereas the new powers of the town, 
by the amended act of its charter, will allow the town to 
choose commissioners for such length of time as if may 
desire, it would seem to be wise that provision should be 
made, that hereafter the term of office shall be so fixed 
that one commissioner shall be chosen each year. 

We recommend that the town appropriate the sum of 
one thousand dollars, to pay the current expense of taking 
care of the works the current year. Also the sum of 
three thousand dollars, for the purchase of land in the 
South Meadow, which, with the balance on hand, and the 
appropriation made last year and not yet drawn from the 
treasury, will carry us through the year and settle all 
existing claims, and will doubtless make any extension of 
the service pipes and repairs of the same that may be 
deemed advisable. 


HIGH SERVICE. 


We were instructed by vote at the town meeting, held 
in November last, to make investigations and report upon a 
plan for a high service. And, in conformity to the wish of 
the town, we have to report that we have satisfied our- 
selves that a high service is entirely feasible, and could be 
constructed, so far as a reservoir and means of filling it is 
concerned, at a very moderate expense ; but to extend the 
pipes to all the houses of the citizens above the present ser- 
vice-line, as they are in most cases quite on the outer por- 
tion of the town lines and remote from each other, the cost 
would be very considerable, and the returns, in the way of 
income, exceedingly small. This being the unanimous 
opinion of the Board, we have not thought it wise or pru- 
dent to spend money for surveys and estimates, especially 
as none of the facilities existing are likely to be lost to the 
town at present; and in this connection it is proper to say 
it has been our rule not to extend the pipes where the 
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income to be derived would not at least be sufficient to 
pay a fair rate of interest on the cost; and this is the 
usual practice of towns and cities, so far as we are in- 
formed. 


TAXATION. 


The approximate amount per annum to be raised by

Which last amount is a direct tax, and amounts toa trifle 
more than one per cent, or one dollar per thousand, on the 
total valuation of the town. 


And as an illustration of its bearing upon tax-payers, 
we will suppose that a place valued at $3,000 will be 
assessed on account of the water debt $3.00, for which 
he gets the benefit of water for fire purposes, and the 
privilege of having a supply to go to for general purposes. 

And, in closing, we may be permitted to say, we have 
endeavored to make a true exhibit of the whole matter 
connected with the cost and maintenance of our water- 
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works ; and when we have ventured upon calculations for 
the future, it must be borne in mind these are matters of 
judgment, and of which many of our fellow-citizens are as 
capable of judging as we. 

It may be observed that the amount stated in our last 
report, as to the amount expended for land in South 
Meadow, was greater than we now state, notwithstanding 
the purchases of the present year, and grows out of an 
error in mistaken location. | 

It may seem also to some that the total amount ex- 
pended is greater than the total amount received, which is 
explained by the fact that the difference has been received 
back again into the treasury, for piping and trenching done 
on private grounds beyond the street lines. 

We have also to say that there is a quantity of tools, 
pipes, and material on hand, of the estimated value of 
three hundred and fifty dollars. 

We have extended our report far beyond the limits in- 
tended when we began, but desiring to give the fullest 
information, we have been led along, and have purposely 
omitted much that might have been said, but seemed to 
us needless after the full and detailed report of last year, 
and to which we respectfully refer the citizens for in- . 
formation concerning the extent and location of pipes, 
hydrants, gates, &e. 

We may say in conclusion, that our labors and efforts to 
serve the town have been entirely harmonious and agree- 
able to an unusual degree, and it has been a source of sat- 
isfaction to us to witness the interest manifested in our 
efforts by those who take a deep interest in the welfare of 
the town.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON THE COMMON, 


Your committee respectfully report that they have 
caused the Common to be graded and surrounded with a 
substantial curb of hammered granite. They have also 
laid out a straight walk from the north-east to the south- 
west corner. As a matter of taste, they would much prefer 
to see ittall in grass, —a fine lawn, unbroken by any path 
or road; but they are certain that public convenience 
demands a foot-way across it on the line just mentioned. 
This path has yet to be gravelled and rolled. A good coat 
of loam has been spread over the whole surface. This 
should be plowed in a few weeks, treated with a proper 
fertilizer, and well laid down to grass. This, with a little 
work at the entrances to the walk, is all that remains to 
- be done in order to complete the plan of the committee. 

_ When the spring-work is done by the highway depart- 
ment to the streets which surround the Common, some 
regard should be paid to harmonizing their lines with those 
of the stone-curb. ‘Then, as soon as our Common is well 
grassed over, it will be seen to be a great ornament and 
advantage to the town; every citizen will feel a pride in 
keeping it in good condition; and we may hope for con- 
tributions of flowering-shrubs and plants to adorn it still 
further. 

D. N. Skillings and J. F. Stone were made a sub-com- 
mittee to superintend the above work, and it was done 
under their direction and supervision. 
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Of the expenses incurred, the committee has to render

The expenses exceed the appropriation by about $1,400. 
In explanation, it must be said that at the time of contract- 
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ing for the stone-work and beginning the grading, it was 
the confident expectation of the committee that at least 
twelve hundred dollars could be raised by subscription, — 
partly among themselves, partly among their fellow citi- 
zens, —and with this expectation a subscription list was 
headed by certain members of the committee, and sent 
out; but it met with no such encouragement as was ex- 
pected, and the committee have the great disappointment 
of presenting to the town, as the result of that subscrip- 
tion, only the six hundred dollars originally pledged by 
two of their members. 

It must also be said that the expenses of filling and 
grading have proved much greater than was estimated, 
although the gravel was procured at a very low price.

ORGANIZATION OF THE COMMITTEE. 


The committee were duly organized by the choice of 
George W. Gardner as Chairman, Mrs. Charles Pressey as 
Secretary, and Dr. Alonzo Chapin, as Prudential Commit- 
_ tee. The regular meetings of the committee have been 
held on the first Tuesday evenings of each month, in the 
smaller room of the Grammar School. The work of super- 
vising the schools, and examining them, has been entrusted 
to several sub-committees, such committees having been 
changed twice during the year. Asa Fletcher and J. F. 
Stone were appointed as Truant officers ; but we are glad to 
say that their duties have not been arduous, and no scholar 
has been sent to the Truant School at Lowell during the 
year. : 

If allowable in this connection, the Chairman of this 
Committee would like to bear testimony to the excellence 
of the work done by the lady members, especially in per- 
sonal supervision of the several schools. 

With the close of the present official year, the time for 
which Mrs. Winsor and Mr. Littlefield were chosen will 
expire, and their vacancies should be filled at the next 
town meeting.

THE HIGH SCHOOL.

The public examination and graduating exercises were 
creditable alike to teachers and scholars. The exercises 
were held in the hall of the High School, and in the after- 
noon. At this time Miss Barry, the first assistant, closed 
her connection with the school, that she might spend a year 
in traveland study abroad. Her resignation was reluctantly 
accepted by the committee, as she had proved herself, by two 
years of faithful and efficient service, eminently fitted for the 
position. Miss Mary L. Slayton, the second assistant, also 
closed her connection with the school at the same time. 

Out of a large number of applicants for these vacant 
positions the committee selected Miss Harriet J. Williams 
of Somerville, and Miss Leona C. Kyle of Lowell. The 
course of study having been lengthened from three years | 
to four, and an advanced class from the graduates of the 
last year having been admitted to pursue a select course 
for another year, it became necessary at the beginning of 
the Fall Term to employ additional assistance for a part of 
the day, and Mr. Guy H. Gardner was employed in this 
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position during the first four months of the year. Since 
then the work has been so arranged as to be done by the 
regular teachers. At the close of the Fall Term, Miss 
Kyle’s health was found to be so much impaired that she 
resigned her position, which was subsequently filled by the 
appointment of Miss Hannah B. McLean of Simsbury, 
Conn. Under this able and accomplished board of teach- 
ers the school is doing its work well. Owing to the length- 
ening of the course of study, no class will be ready for 
graduation at the close of the present school year. 

There are now three courses of study in this school, the 
regular course of four years, arranged for such lads and 
misses as propose to finish their education, in the main, in 
the school; the college preparatory course, of four years, 
designed to fit boys and girls for college ; and the English 
course, of three years, for’ such as wish to pursue only 
English branches for that length of time. Classes are now 
formed in each of these courses, and the committee intend 
to make the facilities for a good High School education 
such as to preclude the necessity of sending any of our 
sons and daughters out of town. 

The last semi-annual examination of the school showed 
good results in nearly all the classes, and an excellent gen- 
eral regime, both in matters of instruction and of discipline. 
The committee regret that so many pupils, from one cause 
and another, drop out of the school before completing their 
course of study. 

Guyot’s large classical maps have been purchased for the 
special benefit of the classes studying Latin, Greek, and 
History. . 
THE GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 


J. FRANK BAXTER, Master. 
Miss ELIZABETH E. MARSTON, Assistant. 
Miss ABBY M. PARKER, Assistant. 


This school maintains the reputation which it has de- 
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servedly gained for vigorous and thorough training. The 
teachers are faithful, earnest and efficient, and they im- 
part something of their own spirit to their pupils. At the 
close of the school year, Miss Parker was elected to the 
vacancy caused by the resignation of Miss Weeks. The 
committee were sorry to part with so excellent a teacher 
as Miss Weeks, but are happy to say that her place is well 
filled by her successor. 

The scholars in this school are generally in that -most 
teachable of all ages, between ten and fifteen years: old 
enough to study well, and not old enough to have other 
things pre-occupy their thoughts and interest. Very rarely 
are the scholars drawn away from their school duties by 
outside matters. The general health of these scholars also 
is in their favor. In these respects the Grammar School 
has some advantage over the High. It is cause of serious 
consideration that so many of the girls, especially in the 
High School, break down in health before completing their 
course of study. It is sad to see a class of bright and 
healthy boys and girls go out of the Grammar School, to 
pine and grow weak and listless as they go on in the 
higher grades. The committee propose to do what they 
can to retain and transfer the vigor and sprightliness of 
the Grammar School to the High, and they hope all 
parents will second the effort. While both these schools 
will try not to overwork and worry the scholars by long 
and tedious lessons and exercises, particularly out of school 
hours, will the parents and guardians at the same time see 
to it that the scholars have proper mental and physical 
rest at home, free from such undue social and festive ex- 
citements and amusements as divert interest from all study, 
and absorb the life in things light and trivial. And in 
this connection the committee would suggest to parents 
that taking scholars from school regularly one or two half 
days in a week, or parts of a session even, to attend to 
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music, or dancing, or other diversion, is a serious drawback 
to the scholars’ proficiency, as well as a great inconvenience 
to the whole school. 

The Grammar School sent up a large class, well fitted 
to the High School at the close of the year.

THE NEW CHAPIN SCHOOL. 


Miss Mary A. Emerson, Head Teacher. 
Miss Carouine B. SymMMeEs, Primary Teacher. 
Miss Cora E. Dike, Primary Teacher. 


The old Adams schoolhouse having become too small to 
accommodate the increasing number of scholars in this 
district, an eligible lot was secured two years ago on the 
plain, so called, on which during the past year a commo- 
dious and handsome new schoolhouse has been erected, 
under the supervision of a joint committee of the Select- 
men and the School Committee. Of this building 
committee Mr. Holton of the board of selectmen was 
chairman, Mr. Gardner and Dr. Chapin acting in behalf of 
the school board. 

The building committee were at considerable pains to 
secure at the outset the best possible plans for the pro- 
posed schoolhouse. They visited several new houses in 
Cambridge, Woburn, and Braintree, in connection with 
the architect, and finally decided to build upon plans sub- 
mitted by Mr. Briggs, with such modifications as economy, 
convenience, and our own peculiar wants seemed to 
demand. Contracts were made with Mr. J. C. Whitcher : 
of Woburn for the carpenter work, and all the finishing 
of the house above the foundation, his estimate being the 
lowest of several reliable parties; and with Mr. N. Fitz- 
gerald of this town, for the foundation. Work was begun 
on the building early in the summer, and it was completed 
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ready for occupancy in November. The following items 
show the cost of the house, including lot and furniture, as 
it now stands.

The appropriations for the house and lot amounted to 
$11,000. The cost of the building and lot, without fur- 
niture, was $10,772.25, falling under the appropriation by 
$227.75. Probably all of this surplus will be needed to 
finish the grading of the lot, and fence it. It will be 
necessary, therefore, that an appropriation be made for the 
furniture of $654.14. 

It is generally thought that all the work has been faith- 
fully done, and that the town has got an excellent return 
for its expenditure. 

The new school has been fittingly named *“* The Chapin 
School,” in honor of Dr. Alonzo Chapin, who has served 
on the School Committee a considerable portion of the 
twenty-five years since the town was incorporated. 

The new schoolhouse may be briefly described as fol- 
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lows: It is of wood, two stories, with hipped roof, and 
high basement. It is 58 feet in length by 414% in width, 
and the cellar is finished 8 feet in the clear. The first 
story is finished 13 feet, and the second story 14 feet high 
in the clear. There is a front entrance with portico and 
hall 8 feet wide, running back between two schoolrooms | 
on the first floor, and connecting with rear entrance hall, 
which extends the whole length of the building, with 
middle partition separating the boys’ and girls’ entrances, 
which are at eitherend. Two large rooms on the first floor 
are furnished for, and ocoupied by, the primary divisions. 
The second story is reached by stairs from both rear en- 
trance halls, and is finished with two large schoolrooms, 
and two ante-rooms for clothes. 

Only one of these rooms is now occupied by the Interme- 
diate School. The walls of the schoolrooms and the halls 
are wainscoted and finished without paint, with hard-fin- 
ished plastering above. The windows are furnished with 
inside blinds, and a moulding runs round each room near 
the ceiling, on which to suspend maps and pictures. 

The ventilation is very simple, but effective, by means 
of patent elevators. 

The furniture is of the Philadelphia pattern, with fold- 
ing seats and desks. Special pains was taken to obtain 
such seats as are approved physiologically by the best au- 
thorities. The committee also thought it best to put in 
four grades of seats, using a few of the Grammar School 
Grade in the intermediate room for the larger scholars. 
Much harm is done to health, and many backs are rounde@, 
by crowding large scholars down into small and uncom- 
fortable seats. ; 

The roof is slated, and finished with a projection over 
the front entrance, and Dormer windows. The outhouses 
are connected with the basement as their only approach. 

Taken as a whole, the Chapin schoolhouse is admirably 
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fitted for its uses, and an ornament to that part of the 
town. 
The formal dedication of the house took place on Mon- 
day, Jan. 3, at two and a half o’clock, with the follow- 
ing exercises : —

On entering ‘the new house, the schools were re-organ- 
ized. A part of the Rumford district was transferred to 
the Chapin, and two primary schools were formed instead 
of one, as in the old Adams house. 

At the close of the last year, Miss Whitney resigned 
her connection with the Adams School. She had been in 
the school five years, and in difficult and trying positions 
had proved herself an excellent teacher and disciplinarian. 

Miss Mary A. Emerson, who had been teaching for a 
few weeks in the old Adams School, was made head teach- 
er in the new school, with the understanding that she was 
to teach in the intermediate division, and have a general 
care of the order in the whole building during recesses 
and other general exercises. Miss Carrie B. Symmes, 
who had taught with good success in the Adams School 
for some years, was retained in the first Primary, and Miss 
' Cora E. Dike of Stoneham, was appointed to the second. 

Taken as a whole, the school is now in good condition. 
The order in the Intermediate has taxed the teacher to 
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her utmost, and, as a consequence, the teaching has not 
been as successful as it otherwise would have been. There 
are some hard elements to deal with, large and unruly 
boys; but we think the teacher can and will wholly 
master the situation, as she has already done in a good 
degree. 

The Primaries appear well, both in respect to order, and 
to teaching. The last examination in these schools was 
specially gratifying to the committee. 


THE GIFFORD SCHOOL. é 


Miss LAuRA A. WeEstcorT. Teacher of Intermediate. 
Miss AcnES Westcott. Teacher of Primary. 


This school still maintains a leading position among 
our schools of lower grade. The Intermediate appeared 
particularly well at the last annual examination. A large 
and well-prepared class was sent up to the grammar school. 
The whole machinery of the schoolroom moves easily and 
regularly. At the last semi-annual examination, the com- 
mittee were particularly pleased with the exercises in 
** Colburn’s Arithmetic” and in geography and in singing. 
The Primary also appeared to advantage. It is plain that 
both departments of this school are feeling the good effects 
of permanent, as well as efficient teachers. The scholars 
in this school, also, are generally under good influence at 
home out of school hours. It is vastly easier to supple- 
ment the work of the home in the school than to counter- 
act and correct it. 


THE RUMFORD SCHOOL. 


Miss Eveuina Davis. Teacher of the Intermediate. 
Miss JENNIE STARKEY. Teacher of the Primary. 


This school has suffered during the past year or two, 
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in the Intermediate department, from a change of teachers. 
At the close of the school year, Miss Beede resigned her 
position in this department on account of ill health. She is 
succeeded by Miss Davis, of Acton, Mass., who is doing a 
very good work. She took the school under some disad- 
vantage, particularly on account of the failure to send up 
to the Grammar School the first class at the close of the 
last year. This was remedied by admitting a part of the 
class to the grammar, notwithstanding their deficiency, 
and allowing the rest to fall back into the first class of the 
present year. The school is now advancing well, and 
will, we trust, be able to retrieve any failures in the past 
by success in the future. 

The Primary department is still under the admirable 
training of Miss Starkey, who has proved a valuable and 
efficient teacher. 


THE MYSTIC SCHOOL. 


Miss ANGIE STEARNS. Teacher. 


At the close of the last school year, Miss Wadleigh, 
who had taught this school for some years, and with suc- 
cess, resigned her position. She was succeeded by Miss 
Elizabeth H. Stevens, of Newton, during the fall term. 
Feeling herself unable to contend longer with an unruly 
element among the larger boys, Miss Stevens sent her 
resignation to the committee, and was succeeded by Miss 
Angie R. Stearns, of this town. It is due to Miss Stevens 
to say, that she worked faithfully and earnestly to master 
the situation in this school; and was supported by the 
personal efforts of members of the Committee. The 
Committee believe she has many elements of a good 
teacher, and, in less trying circumstances, will be able to 
do effective work. 

Miss Stearns has found opportunity to bring her large 
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and successful experience as a teacher to bear in bringing 
the school in proper order. She is succeeding well, and 
we hope the school will be greatly profited and elevated 
under her skilful hand. 

It is a question how long a school ought to suffer from | 
the bad conduct-of a few unruly and ill-tempered scholars. 
In view of the experience of the past year in this and 
one or two other schools, the Committee may find it 
necessary to remove the disturbing elements from these 
Intermediate and mixed schools, and put large and turbu- 
lent boys where they will come under the strong hand of 
a master. | 


THE WASHINGTON SCHOOL. 


Miss E. C. RIcHARDSON. Teicher. 


Miss Richardson is an earnest, interested and faithful 
teacher: governs her scholars easily and pleasantly, and 
has them under good control. The children, too, seem 
content and happy in their work. She, however, labors at 
a great disadvantage in having so many classes to teach. 
Her school is a mixed one, composed of intermediate and 
primary scholars, and it is impossible in this and the other 
mixed schools to do what can be done in the schools that 
are graded. 


THE WYMAN SCHOOL. 


Miss A. F. JoHnson, Teacher. 


This also is a mixed school, and requires so large a num- 
ber of different classes that each can receive only a very 
limited amount of the teacher’s attention. Miss Johnson 
has for several years had the charge of it, and imparts a 
peculiar vigor and promptness to her classes. The exer- 
cises at the late examination were all good, and as a whole 
the school may be said to be in an excellent condition. 
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THE HILL SCHOOL. 


Miss ExizA W. SANDERS, Teacher. 


This school, being remote from the centre of the town, 
has not received an equal share of attention from the com- 
mittee. The committee, during the past year, have made 
special efforts to bring the school up to a good relative 
position with the other schools of the town. A teacher 
of large experience was secured as successor of Miss Wells, 
who resigned in August last, and the committee are pleased 
to record gratifying results. The school exhibits marked 
improvement, and, in life, energy and efficiency, will com- 
pare well with other schools in town. Miss Sanders 
brings a valuable experience to her work, and bestows the 
same amount of care that she would give to a much larger 
school, and if her scholars fail to learn it will not be her 
fault. We congratulate the parents in this district on the 
advantage of having their Giecon come under the influ- 
ence of such a teacher. 


Mr. J. C. Johnson still retains his connection with our 
- schools as teacher of music, and his wonted devotion to 
his art has been crowned with its usual success. 


APPROPRIATION AND EXPENDITURES.

It will thus be seen that the expenditures fall below the 
appropriation. ‘The outlay would have been much less, 
had it not been for an unexpected amount of repairs found 
necessary at once to be made. 

The High schoolhouse required an expensive overhaul- 
ing of the furnaces; a reconstruction of the drains, substi- 
tuting iron pipes for the earthen, which had been broken 
by the frost, and a distribution of water pipes in the build- 
ing. 

The Grammar School chimney leaned so unsafely in its 
upper part as to require rebuilding; the walls were whit- 
ened and water-pipes were introduced. j 

The Washington, Mystic and Wyman schoolhouses have 
been built twenty-five years. They all required extensive 
repairs, — new floors, new thresholds, new stovepipes, and 
the desks to be scraped, trimmed and varnished. All 
were imperiously needed. 

The present year less repairs will be needed. ‘The Gif- 
ford schoolhouse should be painted, and possibly a new 
furnace may be needed in the high school. We ask there- 
fore for an appropriation of —

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It will be seen that this sum is five hundred dollars less 
than the appropriation of last year. 


AN IMPORTANT QUESTION. 


Viewed as a whole, the committee would congratulate 
the citizens of the town on the quality and success of 
their public schools. And yet this very common way into 
which school committees have fallen, of expressing general 
satisfaction, suggests that in some particulars at least, and 
in certain directions, improvements are desirable. This 
leads to the question: Are our public schools doing what 
they ought to do in the education of our children and 
youth? This is a question of prime importance to the 
citizens of this town. We hold that the public school, 
supported by general taxation, ought to do two things, — 
it ought to offer to every boy and girl the advantages of a 
good elementary education, embracing such branches of 
instruction as are requisite for the common pursuits 
of life. It ought in this line to impart such elements of 
practical knowledge as the child will need, whatever may 
be the occupation or profession of after life. This is what 
we mean by a good common-school education. In this 
line, also, the public school ought to open the avenues to 
a higher education for those who wish to pursue such a 
course. ‘This last is the basal idea in the statutory require- 
ment that towns of a certain number of inhabitants shall 
support a high school preparatory to the college. This 
is what the public school is designed to do, in the 
line of direct intellectual furnishing, to furnish a good 
common school education to all, and the facilities for still 
further intellectual training to such as desire it. 

But the public school, in doing this, ought to do another 
thing, —it ought to be a positive form for good in the 
silent development of character. We want our sons and 
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daughters in the public schools to come into such sur- 
roundings as shall help build them up into an intelligent 
and worthy manhood and womanhood, — to be brought 
under such influences as shall stimulate to a high and 
generous life, to drink in with every intellectual draught 
an inspiration as from something up higher. Dwelling so 
largely with the child in the formation period, it ought to 
do a good deal toward forming him as well as furnishing 
him for active life. The public school ought to develop 
not only thought, but thoughtfulness; to strengthen, 
rather than to stimulate the various faculties of mind and 
heart ; to direct and correct the processes of growth, rather 
than to force them; and generally to aim at solidity of 
character, rather than meretricious accomplishment. 

The question then is pertinent: Are our public schools 
in Winchester doing these two things ? 

Your committee, to whom you have entrusted this great 
public interest, in presenting this their annual report, feel 
confident that so far as the first point is concerned, we can 
answer substantially in the affirmative. Our schools aré, 
as a whole, furnishing the facilities of a good elementary 
education to the whole community, and of a higher educa- 
tion to those whose circumstances and desires lead them 
to seek it. But in regard to the latter point, we are 
obliged to confess with most of those who have observed 
our American school system with care, that we do not see 
satisfactory results. Our youth of both sexes come from 
our public schools well enough taught; but not well 
enough developed; with more accomplishment than 
character ; tools enough, but too little power to use them. 
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HOW TO REMEDY EXISTING EVILS. 


First, we would suggest that we, not in this town alone, 
but in all our towns and cities, have aimed too much at 
quantity in our courses of study. Our planting not only 
gives us a wide and spindling growth, but it exhausts the 
soilas well. It begins to be evident, in our schools at least, 
we have over planted the soil. The remedy is, to weed 
out the most of the extras and specialties — exotics — that 
have gradually got root in our schools, and give room for 
proper native growths. Our children have too little time 
for direct study in school hours. Their time is nearly all 
taken up in recitations and general exercises of one kind 
and another, while their legitimate lessons must be learned 
out of school, to the loss of necessary mental and physical 
respite and recreation. 

Secondly, we are persuaded that the whole system of 
competition, study, and examination is fraught with more 
or less evil to the average scholar. The end of study is 
not standing. The true incitement to learning is not 
emulation but progress. Knowledge is its own reward, 
and culture pays in character and not in rank. The sooner 
we begin to teach this great lesson in our practical meth- 
ods of instruction the better. Accomplishment may be 
forced ; character isa slow and steady growth. We believe 
itis possible to shape the methods of public school instruc- 
tion in such a way, that while knowledge is imparted 
thought shall be awakened; while a certain range of 
studies is gone over, the scholars will be reaching out into 
the border-lands of related subjects, and expansion will be 
the result. But in order to this, the love of learning 
must be awakened; for love seeks an object for its own 
sake. 

Again, we must employ none but teachers of character. 
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Too many teachers are only furnished, they are not grown. 
Character impresses itself, like the seal on the wax; chil- 
dren are like wax under the pressure of their teacher. 
Sincerity, honesty, sobriety, magnanimity, charity with all 
good mental habitudes, are so regal in their very nature, 
that we cannot help but be ruled by them; so magnetic 
that we cannot resist their attraction ; so assimilative, that 
whoever comes under their influence is transformed by 
them. Character governs, character teaches, character 
draws, character imparts itself, character is life. 

We believe our teachers, taken as a whole, will compare 
very favorably with those of other towns and municipali- 
ties. And we must retain every teacher whose native 
abilities, and acquired experience and wisdom, make him 
or her competent to mark the scholars for good, not only 
in the matter of direct instruction, but in that other matter 
of equal,if not greater importance, of character moulding. 

We must also aim to cultivate a right public sentiment 
in regard to the object of our schools. The community 
needs informing on many points. Parents are too often 
narrow and unintelligent in regard to what the school is 
for. Nota public apprentice shop, where their children 
are taught by force of law and custom to do a few clever 
things of doubtful utility, rather the school is a kindergar- 
ten, —a child-garden, — where things grow, where sun- 
shine, and warmth, and nurture contribute to the formation 
of a child-character and a child-life, which are the germ 
and root of the coming manhood and womanhood. The 
school is a place for mental, moral and physical develop- 
ment for character building. It is not a place to teach the 
industries, trades, professions, occupations, but to fit the 
young for these when they come to confront life in ear- 
nest. Hence the public must not demand that the scholar 
shall go out from the public school already fitted for work, 
but only fitted to learn how to work. The boy has studied 
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arithmetic and book-keeping, but that does not make him 
an accountant, it helps him to become an accountant. The 
young lady is graduated from our High School, and she 
has pursued a curriculum of studies, more than is required 
for a teacher in the lower schools, but that does not make 
her a teacher, it only lays the foundation on which she 
may, perhaps, become a teacher. What we ought to look 
for in the scholars from our public schools, is acquired 
knowledge, strength of character to form a basis of further 
direct preparation for work. 

To bring about these desired improvements, the Com- 
mittee propose to do their duty, and expect the people to 
do theirs. .

In compliance with the vote of the town, at a meeting held 
November 22,1875, the Assessors have prepared a copy of the 
tax list for 1875, and have located in a general manner every 
piece of Real Estate taxed in town. 

We have not attempted to give the surroundings and 
boundaries of every piece of land, but have located as near as 
we could without going over the town. 

As there have been a large number of changes since the 
Tax List was made up, the present owners will bear in mind, 
that the property as it appears in this list, stands in the name 
of the owner (as far as known to the Assessors) on the first 
day of May, 1875. 

Any transfer of property should be certified to the Assessors 
hefore the first day of May, 1876, that it may be changed on 
the 'Tax Book. 

Since making up our Tax List last spring, we have been 
made aware of the real situation of many of our citizens in 
their pecuniary affairs, which convinces us that the continued 
depression in business, has so changed their private affairs, as 
to make it burdensome to pay so large a tax as we were obliged 
to assess them to meet the requirements of the town. And 
we would recommend retrenchment, for, unless the appropria- 
tions are lessened the taxes must necessarily be high.

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN. 


THE following report of the Board of Selectmen for the 
financial year ending Feb. 28, 1877, is respectfully sub- 
mitted. , 

The aim of the Board has been to carry out the wishes of 
the citizens of the town as expressed at the annual meeting 
in March last. We have practised a strict rule of economy, 
at the same time been as liberal as the times, and finances at 
our command, would permit. 


HIGHWAYS. 


Mr. A. C. Quimby was appointed superintendent of streets 
in April last, at a salary of $600 per year, and has had 
charge of this department in all its details. Although a 
stranger in town when he commenced his labors, he has 
proved himself competent for the position, and has given 
general satisfaction. 

In March last, during heavy rains, the road-bed at the cul- 
vert, near ‘Thos. Farlan’s house on Forest Street, was washed — 
out to the depth of three or four feet. It being evident the . 
culvert was too small to take so large a body of water as at 
times is likely to come from the overflow of the reservoir, we 
had.the culvert taken up and a new one put in, six feet wide 
and nine feet high, and covered with granite one foot thick. 

Another wash-out at the same time near Mrs. Chas. Russell’s 
house, on Main Street necessitated the building of a new cul- 
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vert. This one we also built six feet wide, three feet high, 
and covered with granite one foot thick. We think these 
culverts are of sufficient size for any Ordinary body of water 
to pass off without overflowing to the damage of the streets. 


CROSS STREET. 


This street has been thoroughly overhauled and graded, 
from Washington Street to the railroad bridge, and a new 
bridge built over the stream, the old one not being safe for 


travel. 


HIGH STREET. 


The teams were put at work on this street early in the 
season, removing the stone, widening the street, and taking 
off the knoll left unfinished the year before, bringing it to the 
contemplated grade. 


COMMON STREET. 


Along the east side of the Common this street was soft and 
in wet times very muddy. We had the gravel moved, and 
the bed of the street filled in with broken stone and covered 
with the gravel. It is now a hard and dry street. 


STEVENS STREET 


has been overhauled and graded throughout, and sidewalks 
built. 


PLEASANT STREET 


has been newly covered with broken stone and gravel from 
Washington to Main Street. 


CAMBRIDGE STREET. 


The north end of this street, from Woburn line to the 
house occupied by Mr. J. O. Humphreys, has been widened 
and rebuilt in accordance with the Jaying out of the county 
commissioners. There is a ledge opposite Edmund Parker’s 
house to be removed before this street will be completed. 


REPAIRS 


have been made on Winthrop, Washington, Oak, Hancock, 
Webster, Kendall, Lake, Dix, Arlington, and Forest Streets. 


HIGHLAND AVENUE. 


Work was commenced on this street, July 5, at Mount 
Vernon Street, and pushed forward rapidly until September, 
when the teams were put on general repairs of highways. Oct. 
11, returned to work on the avenue, building the street to 
within five hundred feet of Forest Street. The cold weather 
and snow prevented the building of a large culvert at this 
point, consequently stopped further work on this street for 
the winter, and Nov. 18 the men were discharged. 


GUIDE-BOARDS. 


‘Sign-boards have been prepared for new streets, and to 
replace old boards that have got broken and otherwise defaced, 
ready to put in position as soon as the weather will permit. A 
few guide-boards now up need new painting, when all will 
be in good condition. 


STREET LAMPS. 


The old lamps are about used up, and need replacing with 
new ones. 


POLICE. 


April 6, Mathew Oliver was appointed police officer, with 
care of lock-up, to be paid $50 for the year. Asa Locke 
and Wm. T. Dotton were also appointed on police. 

Sept. 13, Mr. Oliver being obliged to be away from town, 
Mr. Z. A. Richardson was appointed chief of police, with 
care of lock-up, and has discharged the duties of the office 
to the satisfaction of the selectmen. 

Noy. 16, Mr. Oliver was reappointed on police. 


NIGHT POLICE.

WATER COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


In obedience to law, the Water Board wait upon you with 
their annual report, which from necessity must be brief, as 
our transactions the last year have been limited to the exer- 
cise of a general supervision of the works, and the settlement 
of land damages, and the latter chiefly to the claim alluded to 
in our last report, of Mr. J. S. Richardson, which was finally 
disposed of by submission to a board of referees mutually 
chosen, consisting of Messrs. John Cummings, Charles Choate, 
and L. G. Richardson, all citizensof Woburn, before whom the 
case was tried, and who rendered a verdict substantially con- 
firming the award of the county commissioners before whom 
it was first tried; and the result, we are compelled to say, is 
not at all satisfactory, for the reason that the testimony of the 
witnesses introduced was most remarkably at variance with 
the judgment of your Board of Commissioners. 

The claim of Mr. Boardman, also alluded to in our last 
report, has been settled, as we then predicted, by an exchange 
of land in part and cash to balance, and to save repetition we 
refer you to financial report of the town for the amount. 

There have been bought and paid for during the past year 
several parcels of land in the South Meadow location, which, 
added to the sum total of last year’s report, makes the total 
investment in that location to be one hundred and one acres, 
costing $6,411.19. 

The cost of repairs has been something more than was 
anticipated by reason of cost of relaying and repairing leaks 
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in Swanton Street, caused by unfaithful workmanship in 
relaying the same the previous year, to accommodate the 
twice-changed grade of that street, and have to say in this 
connection, that it was not intended that the statement in our 
last report, that the sum of $1,000 would cover the cost of 
general repairs, but rather that it would be sufficient to pay 
the salaries of the water registrar, and a man to take care of 
the reservoir and pipes, and such work as he can do in put- . 
ting in services, etc., etc., and which opinion has been fully 
realized the past year, and we see no reason for a difference. 

We do recommend, however, that an appropriation for 
care and repairs of work this year be made of $2,000 to pay 
some bills already due and unpaid, and to leave a sum that 
may be used in case of need.

The water in our reservoir became suddenly affected dur- 
ing the hot weather, early in July, with a greenish vege- 
table matter, which imparted an unpleasant taste to the 
water, and after a stay of a week or two as suddenly disap- 
peared. We were apprised that several reservoirs in the State 
and in New England were similarly affected, and chemical and 
botanical reports of the same have been made by Professors 
Nichols, of the Institute of Technology, and Farlow, of 
Harvard, from which we gather that, although offensive, it is 
not otherwise harmful, and occurs in both old and new reser- 
voirs, with rather more complaint in new than in old ones, 
and the probability is it will cure itself, and do not recom- 
mend any action or expense to abate it, as no one as yet ca 


tell whence it comes or whither,it goes; it may never appear 
3 
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again. Any idea that decaying vegetable matter on the shores 
of our reservoir was the cause will soon be dissipated by a 
visit to that locality when the ice is off, 

Mr. J. F. Stone resigned as water registrar in December, 
and Mr. J. T. Manny was appointed to the office. 

Your commissioners recommend an appropriation of $2,000 
for construction the present year, fur contingencies and pur- 
chase of such lots of land in the South Meadow as may seem 
desirable. 

There have been some propositions made that our construc- 
tion account be closed ; but it is the unanimous opinion of this 
Board that it cannot properly be done, and ought not to be, 
for the obvious reason that, by so doing, it can never be 
known what our works cost. 

The works are in a most satisfactory condition and the 
revenue steadily increasing, and the burden of direct taxa- 
tion on this account will in a few years cease altogether, and 
the works become a source of revenue to the town. 

Your commissioners confidently supposed their report 
made last year was their valedictory, and that they should 
retire at the expiration of their term of office in July; but 
so little interest was manifested at the town meeting spe- 
cially called to clect successors, that. but nineteen votes were 
cast, all of which were for the old Board, except one. Con- 
sequently we were elected for the short term which expires 
in a few weeks, and our term of service will then end and 
our work as a Board will be done. 

We may be pardoned for taking a little space for a few 
words in regard to our labors. 

We began the work of construction of the water works 
with strong opposition as to the project itself, and to some 
extent to the Board who were chosen to prosecute the work ; 
but this all disappeared very soon, and we were left to do 
our work, and our labors have been made comparatively 
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and another for one year; and the town shall annually there- 
after elect by ballot one member of said Board for the term 
of three years. 

Every member elect shall, before entering upon the duties 
of his office, make oath, in the same manner as other town 
officers, that he will faithfully and impartially discharge the 
duties in strict accordance with the following rules and regu- 
lations, and all amendments thereto that may hereafter be 
made by vote of the town. 

No member shall receive any salary or other compensation 
for his services. 


Secor. 2. When the powers of the present Water Com- 
missioners shall cease, the Water Board shall have and exer- 
cise all the powers vested in said commissioners, or the town, 
by an Act of the Legislature of Massachusetts, approved the 
twenty-fifth day of April, in the year eighteen hundred and 
seventy-two, entitled “An Act to supply the Town of Win- 
chester with Pure Water,” and by any Acts in addition thereto, 
so fur as the same may be legally delegated, and they shall 
have power to appoint a water registrar, and all other 
necessary subordinate officers, agents, and assistants, and may 
fix their salaries or compensation, provided that the same shall 
not exceed, in the aggregate, the sum appropriated by the 
town therefor. But all the powers mentioned in this section 
shall be subject to any limitations, restrictions, and additions 
which may be made by vote of the town at any legal meeting. 


Sect. 3. The Water Board shall, annually, on or before 
the tenth day of March, present to the selectmen a report, 
made up to and including the last day of February, containing 
a statement of the condition of all the water works, and of 
the lands and other property connected therewith; also a 
detailed account of all receipts and expenditures, together 
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with any information or suggestions which they may deem | 
important; and they shall, at the same time, transmit to the 
town the report of the water registrar, mentioned in the 
following section. 


Sect. 4. The water registrar, under the direction of 
the Water Board, shall assess and collect the water rates 
hereinafter established, and shall pay all moneys so collected 
by him to the town treasurer weekly; he shall once in 
each year personally visit, or cause to be visited, the prem- 
ises of every water-taker, examine the service pipes and 
fixtures, and see that the rules and regulations are strictly 
complied with; and he shall annually, on or before the first 
day of March, present to the Water Board a report contain- 
ing a statement of the number of water-takers ; the number 
of cases where the water has been cut off; the number 
and amount of abatements; the amount of water rates 
assessed and collected and paid over to the town treasurer ; 
he shall also perform all other duties required of him by the 
Water Board. 


Sect. 5. The rent for the use of the water shall be paya- 
ble to the registrar in advance, on the first day of March 
and September in each year. After Jan. 1, 1877, all 
charges for specific supplies or for fractional parts of a year 
shall be payable in advance, and before the water is turned 
on. 


Sect. 6. In all cases of non-payment of the water rent 
for sixty days after the same is due and payable, the water 
registrar shall serve a summons at the premises of such 
delinquent; and unless said rent is paid within ten days 
thereafter, together with twenty-five cents for said summons, 
the registrar shall cut off the water, and it then shall not be 
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Iet'on until the amount due, together with twenty-five cents 
for the summons and two dollars for shutting off and letting 
on, is paid; provided, that no occupant shall be required to 
pay the amount due from a former occupant. The foregoing 
provisions shall apply to cases where two or more parties 
take water from the same service pipes, although one or 
more of them may have paid the proportion due from him or 
them. 


Sect. 7. The Water Board may make abatements in the 
water rents in such cases as they may deem right and 
proper; and shall have the right to cut off the water from 
any street or section after giving timely notice to the takers 
of their intention so to do. 


Sect. 8. The Water Board shall keep suitable books in 
which shall be entered the names of all persons who take 
the water, the kind of building, the name and number of the 
street, the nature of the use, the number of taps, and the 
amount charged; which books shall be open to inspection. 


Sect. 9. Ifany person shall open any hydrant, or lift or 
remove the cover of the same, or make any opening or con- 
nection with any pipe or reservoir, or turn on or turn off the 
water from any pipe, fountain, reservoir or hydrant, except 
in case of fire, or by authority of the Water Board or regis- 
trar, he shall be liable to a penalty of not less than $3.00 nor 
more than $50.00. 


Sect. 10. If any person shall divert the water, or any 
part thereof, of any springs, brooks, water-courses or reser- 
voirs belonging to the town, or pollute or render impure the 
waters contained therein, or destroy or injure any dam, 
reservoir, aqueduct, pipe, hydrant, or other work, he shall 
be prosecuted to the extent of the law. 
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Sect. 11. The following rules shall be printed on all 
bills for water-rates, and shall be considered a part of the 
contract with every person who takes the water; and every 
person by taking the water shall be considered to have 
expressed his assent to be bound thereby ; namely, — 

1. All persons taking water shall keep the service pipes 
within their premises, including the pipes to the street line, 
in good repair and protected from frost, at their own expense, 
and they will be held responsible for all damage which may 
result from their failure to do so. 

2. They shall prevent all unnecessary waste of water, 
and shall not conceal the purposes for which it is used. 

3. No alteration shall be made in any of the pipes or 
fixtures inserted by the town, except by persons authorized 
by the Water Board or registrar, who are to be allowed to 
enter the premises supplied, to examine the fixtures, and 
ascertain if there is any unnecessary waste. 

4. No water shall be supplied to parties not entitled to 
the use of it under these regulations, unless by special 
written permit of the Water Board. 


SecT. 12. In every case of violation of any one of the 
rules contained in Sect. 11, the water shall be immediately 
eut off from the building or place where such violation 
occurred, although two or more parties may take the water 
through the same pipe; and shall not be let on except by 
order of the Water Board, and on the payment of $2.00; 
and in case of any such violation, the Water Board shail 
have the right to declare any payment made for the. water 
by the person permitting such violation to be forfeited, and 
the same shall thereupon be forfeited. 


Secr. 13. The following rates shall be charged annually 
for the use of the water, the year commencing on the first 
day of March, and ending the last day of February.

Sect. 14. The Water Board may set a meter in any 
place they shall deem it for the interests of the town so to 
do; and any water-taker may demand to have a meter set 
on written application, and the payment of the manufac- 
turer’s price of the same. 

Secr. 15. No charge shall be made for the right of any 
water-taker to insert a pipe, to be used only in case of jire. 


Sect. 16. The Water Board may charge the Fire De- 
putment the sum of $15 annually for each and every hydrant 
established within the limits of the town; ‘and for water sup- 
plied to fountains, and for other public purposes, they may 
charge the department of the government for which the 
water is used the same rates that individuals or corporations 
would be charged for. like purposes. 


Secr. 17. Whenever application is made to the Water 
Board by parties who have built, or intend to build, on 
unaccepted streets, for an extension of the water-pipes, they 
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pleasant from the fact that a general agreement and perfect 
harmony has enabled us the better to cope with the difficul- 
ties that have had to be met; and it is with some degree of 
satisfaction that we say we have been enabled to make full 
settlement with all claimants for damages, and our successors 
will have a clean sheet before them. 

We confess also to a feeling of satisfaction that we have 
been permitted to do this work, which in all probability will 
continue perhaps to the end of time, or so long as the rain 
shall fall and there are inhabitants who require water. Gen- 
erations will come and go, and countless numbers enjoy the 
supply and bless the age and the people who provided water 
for their use. 

And this is our compensation. We were voted a salary, 
but hereby relinquish all claim for our services: we are con- 
tent if we have fulfilled ‘our trust to the satisfaction of our 
fellow-citizens.

RULES AND REGULATIONS 


OF THE 


HIGHLAND WATER WORKS, 


WINCHESTER, MASS. 


ADOPTED MARCH 27, 1876, AND AMENDED APRIL 3, 1876. 


Tue following rules, regulations, and rates are adopted 
for the government of all officers, agents, and water-takers 
authorized by an Act of the Legislature of Massachusetts, 
approved the twenty-fifth day of April, in the year eighteen 
hundred and seventy-two, entitled “An Act to supply the 
Town of Winchester with Pure Water,” and any Acts in 
addition thereto. And the Water Commissioners, elected 
by virtue of said Act, are hereby instructed to conform to, 
and be governed by, the following rules and regulations, and 
all amendments thereof; and they are also empowered to 
appoint a water registrar, and other necessary agents and 
assistants, and perform all other duties set forth in these 
regulations, until the Water Board is elected and qualified as 
hereinafter provided. 


Section 1. At the annual meeting, in March, 1877, the 
town shall elect, by ballot, a Water Board, consisting of 
three legal voters, one of whom shall be elected for the 
term of three years, another shall be elected for two years, 
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shall refuse such application, unless, on an examination of 
the premises, it is found that the street is properly graded, 
and that the income from the use of said water shall not be 
less than seven per cent per annum on the cost of said 
extension.

The assessors’ valuation for the present time is $3,752,889, 
having been largely reduced from the previous year. 

Chapter 209 of the Acts and Resolves of the General 
Court of 1875 prohibits the indebtedness of a town exceed- 
ing three per cent of the valuation, exclusive of debts created 
for supplying the inhabitants with pure water. 

The percentage of our debt to valuation, including the 
water debt, is six and thirteen hundredths per cent, and ex- 
clusive of the water debt, is one and eight one hundredths 
per cent.

THE SELECTMEN’S ACCOUNTS. 


Formerly no account was kept except a memorandum of 
the bills, for which warrants were drawn, but the present 
Board of Selectmen have adopted a system in which what- 
ever money is paid into the treasury from miscellaneous 
sources is added to the appropriation to which it properly 
belongs, and unexpended balances are carried to the credit 
of the same account the following year. This method is 
satisfactory to us, as it shows the condition of each account. 

It would hardly be within our province to comment upon 
the expenditures, but occasionally there is an undesirable 


laxity in the vouchers for money. 
6 
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We recommend that our successors meet the incoming 
Board of Selectmen as soon as they are organized, and enter 
into an agreement to pass no bills unless they are receipted 
by the party furnishing the labor or material, or by other 
persons having evidence of the authority for so doing. 
Nothing unreasonable is intended by this, such as trifling 
assistance to a tramp, but only ordinary business rules. 

We further recommend that the bills for all expenditures 
not coming under the immediate supervision of the select- 
men be approved by a majority of the committee or board 
having charge of such expenditure. 

The transfer of certain amounts to other accounts was 
designated by vote of the town in every instance with one 
exception. One thousand and four dollars and thirty-five 
cents was allowed to be taken from miscellaneous receipts. 
The selectmen took $500 from the highways account and 
$504.35 from the sidewalks account.

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We recommend that at an early date the commissioners 
pay over all the construction moneys in their hands to the 
treasurer, to be credited to the purchase of land for water- 
works account, that thereafter the money that they may col- 
lect for service, work, etc., be paid into the treasury also, to 
the credit of repairs of water works account, and all future 
improvements and enlargements, except, perhaps, “high ser- 
vice,” be provided for out of the water rates or by taxation, 
rather than increase our debt. The testimony of business 
men will show that after large improvements are completed 
it is better to close the account, as open construction accounts 
are often used “to cover a multitude of sins.” The argu- 
ment may be offered that the water works is not completed, 
but we would say that practically it is finished.

These statistics show not only that our library steadily 
increases, but that it is more used by our citizens every year, 
and if more used, then more valued. It may not be amiss 
to suggest that it contains many valuable books of reference, 
by consulting which one may settle some question which has 
been in doubt in his own mind or in dispute with a friend, 
whether it relate to politics, mechanics, science, manufac- 
tures, literature, or history. No one need leave the room 
disappointed, because he fails to obtain a new book, and it is 
to the credit of our mechanics and school-boys that they 
have called for historical works during the past year more 
than any other class of borrowers from the library. 

We are glad to acknowledge the gift of $17.65 from the 
managers of a concert at the vestry of the Othodox Church, 
and we wish that every year may furnish proof that those 
who have money or books to give away bear in mind the 
interests of our free town library. 

The family of the late Dr. Alonzo Chapin, who was for 
many years a trustee of the library, have presented the 
Reports of the School Committee of Winchester from the 
incorporation of the town to the current year, those for the 
first twenty years being in a bound volume. | 

Some of the books are disfigured by pencil-marks of com- 
ment or by would-be illustrations. Why will not “ the public 
respect what is intended for the use of the public”? Many 
of the new books after a short use require rebinding, and in 
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many instances replacing through tlie loss of leaves, making 
quite an item of expense every year. If publishers would 
use stronger and less showy bindings, they would have the 
thanks of every public library in the country. | 
There is immediate need of more shelves or other provis- 
ion for the proper accommodation of the ever-increasing 
books and magazines, and there must also be a supplemental 
catalogue of new books. To meet these and the. ordinary 
running expenses of the library, and furnish a moderate sup- 


ply of new books, we ask for the coming year an appropriation 
as follows : —

THE FIRE ENGINEER’S REPORT. 


Tue department consists of 1 steam fire-engine, 1 chemical 
engine, 1 hook and ladder carriage, 1 horse hose-carriage, 4 
hand hose-carriages, 1 two-wheeled hose-carriage, and an 
ammunition-wagon. 

The members of the hose companies and the hook and Jad- 
der company are paid $15 each, allowing ten men to a com- 
pany, with the exception of the West Side Company, who 
volunteer to attend to fires in their district without pay, and 
are not called upon to respond to fires in other districts. 

The engineers have divided the town into the following 
districts, which are designated by the whistle on Moseley’s 
tannery. 

The department has turned out four times during the year, 
as follows : — 

May 3. House on Pond Street, owned by Mr. Pickering, 
of Woburn. Loss, about $800. Incendiary. 

July 22. Small building on Main Street, owned by Mr. 
W.H. Bailey. Damage, about $100. Incendiary. 

Aug. . The Wyman School-house on Church Street ; 
damaged about $200. Incendiary. 

Oct. 27. House on Main Street, owned by Mr. Hubert 
Brodner ; damaged about $700. Incendiary. 

Total losses, $1,800. 

There have been several fires which have been extinguished 
by local apparatus, without a general alarm. 

The slight loss resulting from the above-mentioned fires 
is one of the best proofs of the wisdom of the town in intro- 
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- ducing water, and pursuing a liberal policy in placing fire 
apparatus in the various sections of the town.

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REPORT OF THE FISH COMMITTEE. 


Tue Fish Committee have to report that a number of 
thousand young, land-locked salmon have been placed in the 
waters of Winchester during the past year. These came 
from the State hatching-house in our town, and were the gift 
of the State Commissioners on Fisheries. The only other 
expense has been that of having a watch kept to prevent 
illegal fishing through the ice. It has been very satisfactory 
to observe the good-will with which the townspeople have 
conformed to the regulations of the committee, and fisher- 
men from other places have also repeatedly recognized the 
validity of the town’s authority over the ponds leased by 
applying for permission to fish here. These requests have 
usually been granted for a single and specified day, on the 
ground that it is good policy to secure outside recognition o! 
our authority in this friendly and law-abiding manner rather 
than by arrests and prosecutions before the courts. At tuc 
same time it has been intimated that such permits will not 
often be granted. 

It is not probable that the expenses of the committee will 
be greater for the coming than for the past year, of which 
we submit the following statement : —

BY-LAWS 


OF THE

AS AMENDED APRIL 29, 1875. 


ARTICLE I. 


NOTIFICATION OF TOWN MEETINGS. 


Section 1. <A copy of every Warrant for a Town Meet- 
ing shall be left at every dwelling-house in town, four days 
at least before the time named in the Warrant for holding the 
said meeting. 

Srecr. 2. Notices of every adjourned meeting, stating 
briefly the business to come before the meeting, shall be 
posted by the Town Clerk at the Post Office, as soon as 
practicable after the adjournment. 


ARTICLE II. 
ORDER OF PROCEEDING AT TOWN MEETING. 


Section 1. At the time appointed, the Town Clerk shall 
call the meeting to order and read the Warrant, and all per- 
sons present shall be seated and uncovered. 

Seot. 2. When the meeting has been duly organized, 
the presiding officer shall call on any clergyman present to 
open the meeting with prayer. After which the Moderator 
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shall submit the articles contained, in the Warrant to the 
action of the meeting. | 

Sect. 3. No one shall speak twice on any one subject, if 
any other citizen who has not already spoken thereon shall 
desire to speak; nor shall any person speak more than 
twenty minutes at one time, except by a vote of permission. 

Sect. 4. No vote shall be reconsidered except by a two- 
thirds vote at the meeting at which it is passed. 

Sect. 6. No final action shall be taken at any meeting 
on the report of any committee previously chosen, when it 
involves an expenditure of five hundred dollars or more, 
unless the same shall be specially notitied in the Warrant 
calling such meeting. 

Secr. 7. The proceedings of the meeting shall be gov- 
erned by the rules of practice contained in Cushing’s Manual 
of Parliamentary Law, except as modified by these By-Laws. 

Sect. 8 It shall be the duty of the Town Clerk to im- 
mediately notify in writing all committees that may be 
elected or appointed at any town meeting, and the nature of 
the business upon which they are expected to act. 


ARTICLE III. 
FINANCIAL. 


Section 1. The financial year shall begin with the first 
secular day of March, and end with the last secular day of 
February, in each and every year. 
~ Sect. 2. No money except State and county taxes, and 
p’incipal and interest of town notes, shall be paid from the 
town treasury without a warrant therefor, signed by the 
major part of the selectmen. 

Sect. 3. <All promissory-notes of the town shall be 
signed by the treasurer and countersigned by the selectmen. 
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Srecr. 4. All taxes shall be assessed and committed to 
the collector on or before the fifteenth day of August in each 
year, and the collector shall deliver all the tax bills within 
fourteen days after such commitment. } 

SecT. 5. On the first secular day of each month the col- 
lector shall pay over to the treasurer of the town all taxes by 
him collected, except county taxes, and shall, on or before 
the first secular day of March in each year, make up his 
annual account, and render the same to the selectmen. 

Srot. 6. The town treasurer shall, on the first secular 
day of March, annually render to the selectmen, in writing, 
a full account of all his receipts and disbursements for the 
financial year last past. 

Sect. 7. At each annual meeting the town shall choose 
three auditors whose duty it shall be to examine the books 
and accounts of the selectmen, treasurer, collector, and water 
commissioners as soon as possible after the close of the finan- 
cial year of the town; and report at the next town meeting 
in detail, under their respective heads, all the receipts and 
expenditures by the town for the previous year. Said 
report, with all other reports of the town officers, shall be 
printed by the selectmen, and a copy thereof left at every 
dwelling-house in town four days, at least, before the annual 
meeting, which meeting shall be held on the fourth Monday 
in March. Said auditors shall receive for their services 
such compensation as the town shall determine. 


AOR abv 
STREETS, ETC. 

Section 1. No person shall obstruct any street or side- 
walk of the town without first obtaining a written license 
from the selectmen therefor, which license shall contain the 
terms and conditions upon which such obstructions may be 
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made. The person receiving such license shall fully comply 
with all the terms and conditions thereof. 

Sect. 2. No person shall tie or fasten any horse, cattle, 
or team to any tree, not his own, standing in any public 
highway, street, or public place in this town, nor in any way 
cut or mutilate such tree. 

Sect. 8. No owner or person having the care of any 
sheep, swine, horses, oxen, cows, or other grazing animals, 
shall permit or suffer the same to go at large, or to graze on 
any street, lane, common, square, or other public place 
within this town, nor permit any such animal to go upon 
any sidewalk therein. ) 

Sror. 4. No person shall place or cause to be placed in 
any public street or way of this town, the contents of any 
sink, cesspool, or privy, nor place any rubbish or garbage 
in the same, except for the purpose of immediate removal 
therefrom. 

Sect. 5. No person shall make any marks, letters, or 
figures of any kind, or place any sign, advertisement, or 
placard upon or against any wall, fence, post, ledge, stone, 
tree, building, or structure, in or upon any street in this 
town, without the permission of the owner thereof. 

Sect. 6. No person shall coast in any of the streets or 
public walks of this town, except such streets as are publicly 
announced as permitted by the selectmen. 

Sect. 7. No person shall swim or bathe in any of the 
waters within the town, so as to be exposed to the view of 
passengers or other persons in any street, lane, alley, or 
house within the town. 

Sect. 8. The records of the town and all important 
papers shall be kept in a fire-proof safe. 

Seot. 9. Every violation of Sects. 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, and 
7 of this article shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
$2 nor more than $20. 
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ARTICLE V. 
-‘TRUANT CHILDREN. 


Section 1. Any minor between the ages of seven and 
sixteen years convicted of being an “habitual truant,” or of 
“ wandering about the streets or public places” of this town, 
having no lawful occupation or business, “not attending 
school, and growing up in ignorance,” shall be punished by 
a fine not exceeding $20, or instead thereof, at the discretion 
of the court or justice having jurisdiction of the case, be 
committed for a term not exceeding two years to the 
“ House for the Reception, Instruction, Employment and 
Reformation of Juvenile Offenders,” in the city of Lowell, 
in the county of Middlesex, which is hereby assigned and 
provided as the institution of instruction, house of reforma- 
tion, or suitable situation required by the statutes of this 
commonwealth concerning truant children and absentees 
from school. 


ARTICLE VI. 


These By-Laws shall take effect ten days after approval by 
the Superior Court or a justice thereof.

TWENTY-SEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF WINCHESTER. 


THE School Committee organized early in the year by the 
choice of Rev. Dr. Gardner as chairman, Dr. Chapin as 
prudential committee, and Mrs. Pressey as secretary. 

Early in September the Board accepted with regret the 
resignation of Mrs. Lamson asa member. In convention 
with the selectmen, Mr. Tyler was chosen for the remainder 
of the year. In October, Dr. Gardner received a call to the 
West and was obliged to resign. In convention, Rev. Mr. 
Barnes was chosen to fill the vacancy. Having now a full 
Board, we hoped no more changes would occur during the 
year; but our oldest member, whose term of service ex- 
ceeded that of any one ever upon the Winchester School 
Committee, was suddenly called from his work which he so 
enjoyed and in which he had so many cheering words for 
teachers and children and for his coworkers. The death of 
Dr. Chapin, after a short sickness, was but a peaceful pass- 
ing away to another and better sphere of usefulness. He 
had devoted to the interests of our schools all the knowledge 
and experience of his ripened years. The best monument that 
can be raised to his memory is the recollection of his good 
works, which will linger in the minds of all who were in any 
way associated with him. Soon after receiving notice of 
his death, this Board convened with the selectmen, passed 
appropriate resolutions, and voted to attend the funeral and

to request all other town officers to join with us. A copy of 
these resolutions is printed with this report. 

In convention with the selectmen, Mr. Johnson was chosen 
to serve the rest of the year in the place vacated by the 
death of Dr. Chapin. At the next meeting, at which a full 
Board was present, Mr. Littlefield was chosen chairman, and 
Mr. Johnson prudential committee, to serve the remainder 
of the year. 

During the year, the Board has held twenty-four sessions 
for the transaction of business, and has met five times in con- 
vention with the selectmen. 

The truant officers during the year have been Asa Fletcher, 
Patrick Holland, and Arthur E. Whitney. Their services 
have been required but little. Through them we have inves- 
tigated as to the employment of children in the various manu- 
facturing establishments in town, and find the provisions ot 
the law are complied with. | 

The names of our teachers, their present salaries, and the 
other statistics will be found in the table prepared by the 
prudential committee and printed with this report. 

We will not follow the language of so many reports and 
say, “Our schools are in a prosperous condition,” but 
modify this custom a little. We know many points in 
which our schools should be commended ; but without speci- 
fying in a way which we are afraid would be unsatisfac- 
tory, we see several chances for improvement. These fail- 
ings may be partly due to the peculiar distribution of our 
town’s population, partly to the defects of particular schol- 
ars; but some are the teachers’ fault. It will be the aim of 
this Board in the future, as in the past, to excuse what cannot 
be made better, but to criticise and improve whatever it is 
possible to remedy. We have found our teachers ready to 
assist us in all ways, and especially have they taken criti- 
cism of themselves and their ways of teaching in good part. 
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There have been few changes in our corps of teachers as 
compared with last year. In the Mystic School, Miss 
Stearns resigned in July, and Miss Saunders was transferred 
from the Hill to fill the vacancy, and Miss Norman appointed 
te the Hill. In the Chapin School, Miss Dike resigned in 
November, to take a positionin a Stoneham grammar school, 
and Miss Smith was elected in her place. The teachers in 
the other schools remain as at the close of last year. 

The course of study in the High School was modified at 
the beginning of the school year in September, after consid- 
eration. A copy of the course is printed with this report. 
It having come to the attention of the Board that many of 
the scholars in our High School were failing in health, espe- 
cially the girls, it was voted that all be required to bring to 
school a substantial lunch of bread and butter, to be eaten 
at the second recess. This plan seems to be attended with 
excellent results, and what may have appeared to some of 
our citizens, at first, a ridiculous regulation is now generally 
admitted to savor of wisdom. We do not claim originality 
in the idea, it being borrowed from a neighboring town. It 
was deemed advisable to try the experiment of having the 
High School session begin at 8 o’clock through the winter, as 
well as during the rest of the year; and although some have 
thought it an early hour, the consequent earlier dinner seems 
to more than balance that inconvenience. We cannot but 
feel, however, that a system of two sessions in this school, 
like that inthe Grammar, would be preferable. 

The Grammar School has been very much crowded this 
school year, especially in the lowest class, and this has caused 
some discussion in the Board as to the feasibility of changing 
the arrangement of the present building or the establishing a 
Grammar Department in the Chapin School to accommodate 
the northerly part of the town; but we recommend no change 
until it is certain that the increase in numbers is permanent. 
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The elementary schools, except the Mystic, are all quite 
full; some of them were so much so that transfers were made 
to other schools to relieve the pressure. It looks decidedly 
as if one or more new school-houses would be required before 
many years for these schools, as it is undesirable that small 
children should be compelled to travel long distances to 
school in all weathers. The Till School now has thirteen 
scholars, a larger number than for many years. 3 

During the summer vacation the Wyman School-house 
was damaged by fire. It was necessary to get it ready for 
occupancy within three weeks’ time, which was done. There 
was no insurance. The Board called the attention of the 
selectmen to the fact that but few of our school buildings are 
insured, but no action that we know of has been taken in 
the matter. 

During the year a teacher in one of our elementary schools, 
having a call at an increase of salary to a neighboring town, 
notified our Board of the fact. At the earnest request of 
citizens of the district in which she was teaching, we deemed 
it best to raise her salary in order to keep her with us. A 
spirit of fairness compelled us to put several others of the 
same grade and experience upon the increased salary at the 
same time. With reference to salaries we will say that 
while we cannot, from the amount of our appropriations, pre- 
tend to bid against our neighbors even with their reduced sal- 
aries, yet we think it desirable when we have good teachers 
in our employ to make the best effort we can to retain them, 
thereby maintaining our schools upon an equality with neigh- 
boring towns of similar situation and intelligence, and avoid- 
ing that inevitable consequence of a change of teachers, loss 
of discipline and interest on the part of scholars. 

In view of the present needs and the experience of the 
past year, we ask that the sum of $12,000 be appropriated 
for schools and school incidentals. The pay-roll at present 
is about $11,000, and we do not see that it can be materially 
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reduced. The other $1,000 is needed for fuel, care of 
school-houses, and other incidentals. 

The appropriation for repairs of last year was taken up by 
the repairs upon the Wyman, and in providing suitable heat- 
ing apparatus for the High. This has left some $600 or $700 
of unpaid bills, on account of the vote of the town respecting 
not exceeding appropriations. The Gifford School-house is 
in urgent need of repairs. The floors have been in use for 
twenty-five years, and need relaying; windows and doors 
are badly worn; the ceilings and walls should be recolored, ' 
and the outside of the house painted. The Hill School-house 
still wears its original shingles, which are now a poor defence 
against rain. The floor is in a bad condition, and there is 
need of a few new desks; those in use could be well put 
into the wood-pile. The Rumford School-house should be 
painted, ceilings recolored, and some of the floors relaid. 
The Wyman School-house is not wholly in good condition, 
owing to the hasty manner of its repair. Ceiling and inte- 
rior walls need whitening and coloring, and the exterior 
should be painted. All these matters specified we deem of 
urgent necessity. A dollar spent now will save two dollars 
next year, as any person of experience in the care of build- 
ings knows. In the interest of true economy we ask for 
repairs, and to cover the deficiency of last year, that the sum 
of $1,500 be appropriated. 

It will be necessary for the town at the annual meeting to 
choose two members of the Board for three years, and one 
member for one year.

Resolved, that we tender his family our profound sympa- 
thy, and as an expression thereof, and of our respect for him, 
will attend his funeral, and recommend all other town officers 
also to attend. 

Resolved, that these resolutions be entered upon the 
records of each of our Boards, and a copy thereof sent to his 
family, and also published in the Woburn Journal.

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Art. 6. To see if the town will choose a Prudential 
Committee to take charge of repairs of school-house and 
grounds, and purchasing of fuel or do anything in relation to 
the same. 


Art. 7. To determine what sum of money the town will 
raise for the support of highways and bridges, and how and 
through whom the same shall be expended. 


Art. 8. To determine what sum of money the town will 
raire for the support of the poor, and to defray incidental 
expenses, interest, State aid, and Town Officers, or do any- 
thing in relation to the same. 


Art. 9. To determine what sum of money the town will 
raise to keep the cemetery in repair.
